Mm B. TIMPSON, ROBERT POLLOCK and PHIL BART of New Xork. 
The agenda for the meeting was (1) peace, (2) "The Worker? 
fund drive, £3) youth movement, £4) defense and ($) Party 
organization. 

"The Worker" fund drive was the topic of a long 
discussion by both PHIL BART and ANNE TIMPSON. In substance 
they reported that this fund drive is and will be the center 
of attraction indefinitely and that this is due to many things, 
for example, the need of money for (1) lawyers fees in preparing 
the case brought by the Federal Government, (2) the college 
campus discussions by GUS HALL and BEN DAVIS, and £3) the 
starting of a new fund drive to be known as the DAYIS-HALL 
defense. Communications were read at the meeting asking the 
new England District to accept a quota of $2,000 and despite 
the fact that the original fund drive is not completed, it is 
evident that this new drive will be accepted. 

PHIL BART of the National Office of the Communist 
Party is in the process of launching a long range plan to 
organize a young communist group not to be governed by the 
existing Communist Party constitution, but by modern flexible 
rules. PHIL BART also reported that the World Marxist Reunion 
would be held in Hew York on June 7, 8 and 9, 1962. 

This document contains neither recommendations nor 
conclusions of the FBI. It is the property of the FBI and is 
loaned to your agency; it and its contents are not to be dis- ' 
tributed outside your agency.

This session was opened with a. main report on youth 
matters presented by DANIEL RUBIN, The essence of RUBIN" s 
remarks is set forth below* 
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One of the most central features of political reality 
today in our country is the mass dissatisfaction of its young 
generation with the old conditions and morality , Enormous numbers 
of youth are acting and searching for new paths forward for our 
country along democratic, radical and often socialist lines, 

This is the generation bred in the new epoch of mankind - 
the period of socialism's and communism's continued triumphs and 
imperialism's disintegration,, This generation grows up a product 

the new epoch, yet living in the stronghold of the old 
imperialism. 

any serious political force in cur country mast base 
itself on the younger elements in the population who are such an 
activising force today. So much more so is this true of the 
Party of the youth - the Communist Party, It bases itself on 
the future of the class and of society, on the long term interests 
of workers and mankind, St is the Party of the activists and 
militants, those with the highest morality and self«sacrif ice. 
Its program represents the present and future interests of youth, 
Fundamental to changing the situation of the Communist Party in 
car country is the making of ycuth a major concentration of the 
whole Party and bringing into our ranks considerable numbers of 
youth to infuse new blood into the veins of the Party, Every 
department and field of work, every Party organization should, 
therefore, place major stress on youth questions. 

The ultralight understands that "he "who has the youth, 
has the future" is even more truo today than ever, That is why 
it has tried to counter the rapidly growing democratic youth move* 
ment with its own yeuth creations, 'lavishly financed. Their 
attempts to indoctrinate youth through the military, public schools, 
etc. pose a severe threat. They attempt to win youth by claiming 
there is a conservative band»wagon to Jump on 4 But recognizing 
ifs only a reactionary f>r©«moa©poly organ«grimder on the wagon, 
most youth avoid being made into monkeys whose tune is called. 
Some youth, however, dissatisfied with conditions as they are 
have been sucked in by the ultra, at least temporarily, 

The Kennedy Administration parades its old ideas and 
outlook in youthful clothing in an attempt to win the younger 
people. Because of its skill and a certain degree of responsive- 
ness to pressure from youth and other progressive sections of the 
population, many youth are misled into viewing the Administration 
as their®, Yet they are acting and searching for a better life. 



There is a coapletely new situation among American 
youth today. The turning point came with the launching of the 
sit-ins in February, I960, Before that there were probings 
and even highly significant single actions like the School Inte- 
gration Youth Marches but no consistent movement by youth for 
their democratic needs* Row we have wave on wave of activity 
aimed at putting America's practice in line with its stated 
principles* An end to testing, disarmament, peace, end all 
colonialism, hands off Cuba, full equality now, academic 
freedom, abolish H0AC are its battle cries. This movement 
proceeds very unevenly, through many loose-knit organizational 
forms. There are rapid ups and downs on various issues. A lack 
of clarity exists on who the enemy is and who are potential 
allies. Class concepts are confused* Many illusions about the 
Kennedy Administration and much misinformation about the Com- 
munists still exist. As yet there is little motion on job pro- 
blems of youth, though there is great restiveness. It is pri- 
marily a college student movement, though many high school 
students and other sections of Negro youth are involved i But 
it is ah immensely important movement of several hundred thousand 
active youth, tacitly supported by many times that number. 

This is a period of organizational flux. Old organiza- 
tions are changing their character radically or losing their 
stature among youth. New groups are coming into being. New 
combinations of forces are taking place. Generally, there is a 
tendency toward uniting all groups working in a given field of 
struggle and a tendency to see the interconnection of issues and 
to relate them6 But this state of extreme flux is not over by 
any means. The resulting organizational fonts, programs, 
ideologies are far from gelling. 

• Within the growth of democratic youth activity has 
been an increasingly strong and influential left current. It. is 
itself extremely diverse and unsettled. What it has in common 
is a radical dissatisfaction with conditions as they are and a 
growing belief that the social system is at fault and needs 
radical overhauling. It is searching for big answers and looks 
in a socialist direction for them. Some come from left pro- 
gressive homes. Others, as a result of militant activity, have 
newly become left. A host of probing but unclear left publica- 
tions have come into existence. Students for Democratic Society, 
Young Peoples Socialist league and even the Trotskyites have 
benefited from healthy new young people probing for answers. 
Hew Horizons for Youth and local Marxist-oriented groups loosely 
associated with the Progressive Youth Organizing. Committee (PYOC) 
are growing slowly. The influence and size of the Party among 
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youth have grown to some extent „ Now, nearly all students con* 
sider the GP a legitimate and necessary participant in the great 
debate on communism and our country's objectives , Why have 
youth come into motion? Two factors seem most important , The 
first is the continued aggravation and deterioration of the 
conditions of life of youth. The other is the growing realiza- 
tion that there are alternatives that can be won. Here the 
example of struggles throughout the world for peace, democracy, 
freedom } economic security and socialism have been crucial » 
The morality gap between what is, what our country "s stated 
principles are and what is possible becomes a gigantic motivating 
force, bet us consider now some of the aspects of the conditions 
in which nearly all youth live. 

During the last several years the conditions of life 
experienced by a majority of youth have continued to deteriorate* 
A sharpening of international tensions around Berlin, etc, 
affected youth in many ways 9 including increased military call* 
ups, American young men are now dying in South Viet Ham in one 
of the most vicious imperialist wars of all time« 

Unemployment among youth has been more than double the 
national rate for some years now. One to two million youth have 
been steadily out of work with future prospects much worse. 
Yottth still in industries have faced many problems of job 
security, upgrading, etc that practically place them in a sit~ 
nation of second class citizenship , Instead of expanding 
apprenticeship and job training programs providing the skills 
needed for automation, each year these programs decline, Star 
can youth fill their educational needs in the public schools. 
Class room shortages ©f 135,000 rooms lead to overcrowding 
and double shifts. Many schools are so dilapidated and their 
equipment outmoded, with vermin running wild, that they need to 
be condemned. Teachers' 9 salaries are dreadfully inadequate. 
Of course, this situation is much worse in working class, Negro 
and Puerto Eican eomsmaitie®. Into these social conditions 
add up to what James Conant called "social dynamite" in our 
cities. Together with extremely poor housing, woefully inade* 
quate health, recreation^ social and cultural programs, the 
condition® are present that guarantee continued growth of 
demoralization and delinquency among youth. One reason why 
delinquency has not taken a much greater toll is the rise of 
the youth movement struggling for better conditions. It gives 
youth direction, hope and inspiration of a socially beneficial 
nature i, 

Oespite heroic efforts and some significant victories, 
conditions of Negro youth have remained substantially the same. 
Their job situation, however, has considerably deteriorated with 
as many as 75% of Negro youth out of work in some cities," School 
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desegregation, South and North, continues at a snail's pace, 
with most American youth learning in an antidemocratic, 
segregated atmosphere. 

Renewed efforts have been made by ultra-right and 
Government forces to clamp the lid on youthful questioning and 
activity. Activities of HUAC P the attempted barring of Com- 
munists from speaking on campuses, the HcCarran Act threats to 

youth and others are part of this- , 

An adequate program to meet the needs of youth includes 
the major demands of our time, plus a number of specific youth 
requirements , 1* Peaceful coexistence, general and complete 
disarmament, an end to all forms of colonialism. Bands off 
Cuba? Reduce and completely and compulsory military service. 
An end to militarisation of colleges and universities. An end 
to antidemocratic indoctrination in the armed forces. Build 
an anti-imperialist rather than pro-imperialist Peace Corps and 
send a freedom Corps to the South. 

2, Full equality now for the Negro people in voting, 
jobs, job training* education* service in public facilities, 
housing, etc. Strong governmental action to enforce this. 
Truthful teaching of the historic and cultural contributions 

of the Negro people in our school system. All this applies also 
to Puerto Ricans, Mexican-Americans , Indians and other national 
minorities, 

3, Federal, state and local public works jobs, job 
training and apprentice programs for a million youth. Add 
200,000 apprentices to the roles and train additional hundreds 
of thousands for jobs with a future. Pass an improved youth 
conservation corps act. Assure upgrading and job security for 
youth in industry. Pass unemployment compensation for first 
job seekers and state minimum wages. Reduce the work week 
without loss in pay and raise the minimum wage. This entire 
program must be carried out under trade union conditions, with- 
out displacing older workers, without any form of discrimina- 
tion and under the control of labor, youth, Negro and social 
work groups. 

4 t Provide federal funds for school construction. 
teacher"e salaries, etc. at all levels of education. Provide 
federal scholarships for some 200,000 or more students a year 
who are unable to go to college for financial reasons. Remove 
all syati-communist clauses and practices from such federal 
and state programs, 
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5 0 Provide a democratic atmosphere for youth to learn 
and grow up in. Abolish HDAC, Bepeal and refuse to apply the 
HcCarran Act, Smith Act and similar legislation, Guarantee 
academic freedom to students and professors, 

6„ Provide physical fitness for youth through a pro* 
gram of free health services and expanded recreational programs, 
not by military drill, 

7, Provide substantial funds for healthy social and 
cultural activities for youth. 

Such a program can only be won by an extremely high 
level of militant and united effort of young people and by 
significant support from labor and other people's forces, The 
giant monopolists wonH easily concede such improvements for 
the lives of young people. Only by rejecting red-baiting and 
other forms of divisi@a& will youth be able to build the needed 
unity, 

The building of firm ftegro°*white youth unity is 
required if such efforts are to be crowned with major success. 
Significant advances have been achieved in the understanding 
by wkite youth of the immorality of white chauvinism and racism 
and of their own self-interest in eradicating even its subtle 
expressions. White participation in the Freedom Rides illustrates 
this. However * understanding by white youth of the centrality 
of the struggle for full equality to the fight for American 
democracy still lags behind the requirements. 

The sharpest threat to the needs of youth comes from 
the ultra- right representatives of monopoly interests. In this 
Situation, unity of the widest sections of youth for their daily 
democratic needs and against the ultra*right becomes even more 
critical. And rejection of red~baiting becomes crucial because 
it is the chief splitting weapon in the hands of the ultras, 
Youth can be a vital force, alongside labor in rebuffing the 
ultra»right and the tendency of other monopoly representatives 
like the Kennedy Administration to move to the right and thereby 
strengthen the extreme right. 

There is every reason to believe the democratic stu- 
dent movement will continue to grow and the number of those 
radically dissatisfied with capitalism will gapow. This latter 
group Will look in the direction of socialism for answers. 



Attempts by the ultra-right and others to crush out their 
rebellion are met with fighting, democratic anger, At the 
same time, these students of tea reflect the anti»communist 
prejudices they were brought up with, falsely believing that 
Communists are enemies of democracy and freedoms As a result 
they move to the left through tortuous channels. Thefe* under* 
standing of the working class, in the absence of a highly active 
working class movement, is especially weak. Unless the Corn* 
munists work well and are immediately present, these youth will 
3hop around among various left-wing or seemingly left-wing 
groups. With initiative by us their long-term direction is clear, 

There will be ups and downs in organizations and move* 
uGffits within a general upswing. For a while one issue will come 
to the fore and then another. It is apparent, however, that the 
iaost important issue of our time, peace, has won so many, active 
adherents that it will be the main long term focus of activity, 
Negro rights will remain a cause close to the hearts of students. 
Academic freedom will be defended against all assaults and parti* 
cularly the right of students to hear communists » The tendency 
to combine and coordinate organisations and activities and to 
reject red«baiting will probably grow, 

Begre yoang people ? students and others, have been 
acti-vo at a high pitch for some time. White youth support is 
increasing rabidly, These trends are likely to intensify, 
become more political in their orientation and produce more 
Uegr© y<Bung people who will move toward socialism and Marxism- 
leninism, seedtimes through militant nationalist paths, 

?/©3?kisng yesathj Hegr© and white, faced with tremendous 
Job problems are looking for a way out, Ho one as yet has 
offered them a realistic program but there are important new 
actions that show lasuss action here is possible and not far off, 
The initiative for m®h activity can- and should come from the 
Communists, Ctasasss&i&ts canst be active in the organisations 
of working class youth, help create new groups where needed, 
project a program and pay special attention to the needs of young 
trade unionists, 

So lo&g as the student movement remains at such a 
high level and working youth are relatively inactive, work among 
students will be of unusual importance. It can become a lever 
to help speed large scale action among those who will become 
the leaders of the yo&th - the working youtho 



The Communists have important ideological contributions 
to make in each field of youth struggle . Particularly in the peace 
movement, the full equality movement and among left youth is 
there a groping for long term perspective and ideology. 

We also can and should project ideas for youth unity 
actions and mass unity developments « In the peace field, for 
instance, a national student peace strike is possible. The 
building of Turn Toward Peace Youth Councils on our initiative 
can help assure that the third camp philosophy is not dominant 
and that special approaches are made to working class youth in 
T's, churches and trade unions to participate in the peace move* 
meat. It is now within reach that major U.S, youth groups will 
respond favorably to Festivals, Forums and other international 
youth approaches » 

Another Tenth March to Washington pressing for Federal 
action, 2nd Emancipation Proclamation, etc is definitely feasi- 
ble as is a national planning conference of all youth groups 
interested in the struggle for full equality. 

Many initiatives, ranging from VIP youth statements to 
mass petitions are possible and needed in the fight against the 
McCarran Act* 

We should encourage the building of the student poli- 
tical party movement and strengthening of its national ties. 
In local areas or on individual campuses it is possible to build 
councils of active democratic youth groups. There are already 
exa&ples of this kindo 

If launched from the proper quarters, a U.S. Assembly 
of Youth to take stock of the conditions facing youth and to 
outlining a program to meet youth 9 s needs is possible. It could 
include all the actfer© youth forces and groups, at a minimum. 

Summertime is a period for studying, discussing and 
planning for the coming school year. Many organizations like 
the American Friends Service Committee, Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Committee, Student Christian leadership Conference 
conduct such programs „ Even more are needed. It is also a 
period of Conventions of major youth organizations. It has be» 
come a period of action in the South participated in by Northern 
youth. This Sumner it will be around voter registration. There 
is a need for left and Party youth to participate actively in 
all these activities and initiate similar ones. 
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Most of these mass unity initiatives have been pre- • • 
viously outlined. Seldom though have we been able to muster our 
full strength to push for them. How they can and should be taken 
seriously and concretely implemented because with our full 
influence brought to bear every ©ne of them can be achieved* 

Our Party must fully reflect the decisiveness of the 
youth for the future of our Party and cause this means a new 
direction for much of our activity and resources* It means 
much greater understanding of the character of the young genera* 
tion, its positive and weak sides » Wit tat that, forms of 
assistance will miss the mark and be rebuff od 0 Above all, it 
means recognition that assistance must come within the framework 
of a mx&rmm of independence and room for youth initiative* 

There is much every Party body can do» An adult 
community club should be in touch with community youth groups . 
It should take up their interests with community adult groups. 
These include 3©b problems, opening schools at night for recre- 
ation, Job training, etc* , providing recreational facilities 
and programs, decent schools, opposing police brutality toward 
youth, etc » A community club should seek ways of helping in the 
building of left yoaath organisations and winning youth to the 
Party by developing advanced youth contacts, referring them 
to Party youth, passing on Party and left youth literature and 
periodicals, helping in raiding money to support such activities* 

Shops and industrial clubs should pay special attention 
to younger workers and their organisations like industrial sports 
teams. They, the workers, and their organizations like industrial 
sports teams, apprentice clubs „ etc. They should take up their 
demands for Job security, ©n^th$*Job training and upgrading, 
push the union to open its halls for community youth activities 
and support legislation programs of benefit to youth* . More 
advanced youth contacts should be cultivated as by community 
clubs o Many other fores of youth ©o&cei&ation for adult clubs 
can be found. Every statement and action of the Party should 
reflect the highest love* of youth consciousness. 

The ability of t&e Party to carry out mass youth ta&ks, 
influence the mass democratic movement, aid in the building of 
non«Party Marxist oriented and other left organizational forms' 
depends oh the size and quality of the Party youth base* 'This 
base is quite small compared to the tasks and possibilities 
growing out of ta&as developments,, A vigorous recruiting drive 
for 250 new members by December 1 is needed and possible. 
Bolder, youth standards in recruiting will be necessary. The 
building of cornet© youth clubs assd sections with all youth 
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coming into youth clubs will also be necessary for success,, A 
strong educational and cadre training program will be needed to 
consolidate and develop these youth. 

Another extraordinary organization form is necessary 
for this immediate period in order to give the proper emphasis, 
push and scope to youth work «- that is the establishment of a 
Youth Division of the Communist Party. Its value will be in 

emoastrating to the Party and in broader circles the concern 
of the Party for youth and our insistence on the need to make 
a big change in Party work among youth. It will permit a much 
more effective public voice for the Party among youth, aid in 
defense work in this area and help give the kind of leadership 
that is required by a mass youth movement that is highly iade- 
pendent of adults and relatively close-knit and united, it is 
not our intention to establish, in any sense, a separate Party 
or additional organizational structures than already outlined. 

A number of steps aimed at increasing the public 
voice of the party reaching youth are recommended .that can fee 
extremely helpful in Party buildings 

1. A Party Youth Division 

2. A Party Youth Spokesman 

3. A monthly newspaper, Communism and Youth or; 
similar name ' . ,j 

4. A Party Tenth Program \ 
j; 5.. A Party Youth recruiting brochure 

We urge renewed vigor in the building of a Marxist* 
oriented,, non-Party youth organization and urge strong support 
for a$l such efforts and for publications of this type.; it is 
clea,^, however, that in a fluid situation of movement to, the 
leftft .'premature j-@S.liaig of organizational forms would lifcit\the 
possibilities. A number of transitional forms, especially among 
students and Negro youth will probably emerge. Some will have 
fuzzy Socialist perspectives, others will bo radical, pro>peace 
afed democracy and anti-imperialist and anti-fascist, concerned 
with political action, etc. but not socialist. With t*»e many 
of th^pe forms will congeal and draw together with already \\ 
Marxist *priented youth on an advanced basis. • v 

In the building of non-Party Harxist-ori®2at&& ••©rjjaniza- 
ti&n, a great variety of forms are emerging loosely related to 
the PYChC The situation varies a great deal from the biggest 
metropolitan center© where there is a large progressive c^nfeunity 
to th<? smaller centers, many industrial centers and places wlfcere 
< '." 
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the ultra-right is quite strong. In the larger centers, public 
Marxist<*oriented groups are possible and necessary. Here there 
are youth dissatisfied with lesser commitment and shopping among 
various left or seemingly left groups. In this situation, therte 
must be present real alternatives, but on the basis of truely 
independent youth organizations, not communist youth organiza« 
tions, Great effort must be expended by such groups in learning 
how to develop united front relations and yet maintain an inde* 
pendent existence* 

Xn the smaller areas, we need to start by involving 
the whole Party in building forms that will produce a Party 
yottth club in the shortest order. Also in these areas we need 
to help progressive youth build left forms that are legal, that 
can function publicly, even if they are not Marxist ^oriented* 
Mors advanced public forms will come later. But the Central 
aSmfeere must be to build a Party group as fast as possible. 

In the student field we should encourage the drawing 
together of the independent campus socialist clubs. We should 
also have a positive attitude of encouragement and influence 
on groups of Segro intellectuals with strong nationalist leanings 
who form groups that easily become interested in socialism and 
Marxism, 

In a number of cities we need to take initiative with 
other forces to unite lef Amoving youth who are hot prepared to 
join Marxist ^oriented groups ; A variety of organizational forms 
will undoubtedly emerge here. Many youth feel the democratic 
mass organizations do not go far enough in seeing the intercon* 
nection of issues, Tet they are not at all sure of socialism 
and do not wish to join a group even if it only "examines 
socialism'* when such groups are more immediately threatened by 
the MbCarran Act. A group that is left, advance on all issues 
of the day, concerned with political action, anti-imperialist 
etc a or containing some of these features may be the answer in 
a given area. 

These left unity and bridge organizations Should not 
be viewed as an alternative to building Marxist-oriented youth 
groups, but as an aid. 
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Communists have the task of furthering Marxism- 
Leninism among the youth, contributing to the unity of left 
youth and in so doing strengthening the unity of youth in 
action for democratic needs and against the ultra-right.,

MARVIN MARKMAN 

DANNY is correct that we can build the CP among 
fouth. Seventy-five to 100 recruits are possible in New York, 
there has been a successful fight against the speaker ban. 
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In campus elections , there has been a trend in the progressive 
direction* for example, Queens College has gone for the National 
Student Union, and the Chairman of the Marxist Club ran third 
in this reactionary college. 

DOROTHY HEALEY 

I still see reluctance on the part of the youth in 
identifying themselves with us. What about bourgeoise mass 
organizations? In the Old days, they supplied forces for 
progressive actions „ 

GPS HALL 

So many positive things have been said about youth 
work that a few remarks are needed to point out the negative. 
One central weakness is represented in the youth cadre. It 
Is stuffy, starting with DANNY. Also it is too timid, perhaps 
because it is new. They need boldness and must overcome 
narrowness. Keep in mind the path that the youth work has 
traveled during the past year or two. It was a struggle against 
wrong ideas. Until the approach and program of call groups was 
rejected, we held up. There are some remnants of this in Los 
Angeles. Until these ideas are rejected, we cannot build the 
CP among youth. 

Youth cadre has to learn how to work on two levels, 
namely, one «*■ socialism-Marxism, and two - united front with 
broad mass organizations and movements. We must help the 
youth cadre to learn this. 

If we can help the youth cadre Undo their timidity, 
they can tackle the anti-militant sentiment. What happened 
in the Army reserve in camps recently was almost a "revolt'*. 
Wives picketed and the soldiers held mass meetings out of 
uniform on their days Off. We did not sense this at the 
time and failed to take advantage of this. 

Another weakness has been the failure not to 
recognize that some youth were moving to the CP and Marxism.

W© cannot 
talk of literature separate and apart from magazines, periodicals, 
pamphlets, etc. The first problem is to moot the competition 
of Marxist ->=»pr©t©nsc~«publicat ions, W© no longer ar© alone in 
this field for ©thors print £3arx°s basic works but surround it 
with anti^arsism and eenfuciom* 

We have to rc-cstablish <sur publishing houses as 
thoo© which have a ©<sapl©t© line of Marxist literature. Glassies 
&®d other basic tests are to ho brought into print. Also, new 
ones hav© to bo published, Y,'© should not put forth foreign 
editions but rather ©aco by our own professors. We should also 
put forth new compilations and selections of literature but not 
in th© imported form, u© should use American languag©, not terms like 
"political economy" «»"Har2:ian ©conomico"«=»"a Marxist reador and 
philosophy," etc. . We nust decid© what to do with books like 
"Fundamentals of £Iarjsisn»ILoninisms" 2,500 ©opios w©r© sold in 
New York alone. How, w© aro short again, V/e will publish this 
and present it as a paperback book, American made, and sell it 
for no nor© than OS aad probably less. This must be don© to 
reach th© professors and students. 

2m the ar©a ©2 "anti-Cosounism" writings, wo must 
l©arn how to m®et this. Last week a book was published as a 
textbook on what is Corsmunism* s 100 questions. Sere, w© could 
establish a board ©xports who could present th© answers and 
mak© this a public issue. 
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A question we Stave is how to broaden oar circle of 
contributors for our publications,. 

The form we use to do things is important . We oust 
use accustomed formats* By ©arly September, it will be possible 
to release a new paperback series, that is, quality paperbacks 
selling for -$1 to $2, so that we can get into the accustomed 
channels of distribution, We are preparing 12 new titles. This 
means new approaches to distribution with new attention and 
effective treatment of those in our press, etc* 

There then followed a report by JtU LUSTIG on the 
question of "The Worker/* The essence of his remarks is as 
follows I 

On the content of the paper, a few words . There is a 
constant effort among those on "The Worker'* staff to improve 
the paper and a feeling it should reflect the struggles of the 
American workers. A certain improvement has been achieved as 
related to the peace, wag© struggles, etc. M@>r© improvement 
is reflected in the Midweek Edition of **The Worker ." 

The two major lags as far as "The Worker** is concerned 
is the lack of a youth page written by youthful workers and the 
too few real theoretical articles. 

On circulation;, th© figures are not more than they 
were a year ag© D Bore, w© are stagnant. In New fork they 
have distributed as ssany as 3,000 extra copies of the Midweek 
Edition. It has been found that features sell, as was evidenced 
by the teachers recently. At first the paper was rejected but 
later they began to read it. The same experience was found with 
the transport workers asad now it is very good in kocal 65, 

Recently i 1,009 copies of the Midweek Worker were given 
away at Brooklyn College, Th© paper is accepted. 

Buring the past three months in New fork, there have 
been 300 new subscribers for "The Worker" and 250 new subscribers 
for the Midweek Edition. However, New York machinery for delivery 
has broken down. Only 20 people get bundles in New York and they 
sell 180 papers. 

$5,000 is needed each week Just to publish the paper. 
On May 1st there should have been $62,000 received in the fund 
drive but as of that time only $32, 000 „ The danger is now that 
there may be some downswing in funds. 
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On May 20 there will be a special edition of "The 
Worker" on care of the aged* On July 4 there will he a hill 
of rights issue and there is a peace issue in the making, In 
New York there have been assigned a couple of people to build 
the circulation of the paper.

The so-called June Defense Meeting initially scheduled 
for June 8 0 9, and 10 , 1962 0 has now been postponed until June 
S22 p 23 , and 24, 1962 . It will be called a "National Defense 
Conference" and be held under the auspices of the GVS HALL^BEN 
DAVIS Defense Committee, Actually it will be an enlarged 
National Committee meeting . Between 100 and 125 people are 
expected to attend the meeting . However, the various Party 
Districts are being requested to pay half the traveling expenses 
of the delegates to this meeting and since some will find difficult 
in doing do, the number of delegates present at the meeting 
necessarily will be limited.

On Kay 13 , 1902 , it was learned that MORRIS CHIbOS, 
HSUBT WINTER, and PHIZ* BABT S met briefly that date at an 
automat located in the vicinity ox 30th Street and Broadway, 
New York City. During the coarse of the remarks made by 
these individuals during this discussion, the following was 
overheard. 

According to WINTER, she had been* approximately 
two weeks ago.* in Hew "fork City for the purpose of carrying 
through on previous instructions she had received to conduct 
a preliminary auditing job on the Party's books at the National 
Office? 03, V3A, WINTER claimed she tried to get the people 
at the National Office to release the books to her for this 
preliminary auditing and met with no success. She noted that 
following her request for the books, a debate occurred at the 
National Office,, which is still unresolved as to whether such 
books would be turned over to her for the purpose she had noted. 

Xa regard to such books, BART noted that a lawyer had 
recently made the comment that it was entirely possible that 
some Government body might in the future demand to see Party 
records and in view of this he asked if they will have the 
Party books available to show* The lawyer further noted that 
if a decision is made to show such books in face of a Government 
demand, the Party must have some books ready and in good shape. 
This question as to whether such books ever will be made available 
has again produced a debate wherein some individuals at the 
National Office are firmly contending that no books, under any 
condition, should be shown to the Government and that someone 
might as well be prepared "to take the rap" for such refusal to 
make them available or accept responsibility for their loss. 
BART further noted that if there should by chance be a decision 
to make such books available in the face of a Government demand, 
there must be a completely new set made up. In this regard, he 
had already seen BERNARD ADBS, wko had given him some advice on 
how they should be set up. However, BART claimed that since

William Albertson opened the meeting by giving 
a report on the New York State elections.

It was Albertson's opinion 
that it was not a question of the Democratic Party defeating 
Rockefeller, but is looked upon rather as a campaign to cut 
into his plurality. 

Continuing, Albertson reported that there is 
evidence to the effect that President Kennedy put "terrific 
pressure" on Mayor Wagner to run for Governor, but Wagner 
refuses. Albertson said some people are considering seriously 
the possibility of Paul Serevane as a possible candidate, 
because as an Italian - Catholic, he may cut into the upstate 
Catholic vote.

Albertson recommended that the Peace issue should 
be the important issue throughout the campaign, He was of 
the opinion that the Communist Party did not have the 
capability of obtaining the necessary signatures to place 
Gus Hall and Benjamin J, Davis on the ballot. He suggested 
that instead the Party should issue a statement to the 
effect that because of the McCarran Act and the Communist 
Control Act, the CP cannot and will not run a candidate 
for puKLic office. 

Albertson recommended as a follow-up to this 
statement, that an effort should be made to obtain a signed 

declaration from a number of prominent New Yorkers who will 

deplore the McCarran Act and the Communist Control Act in 

that it denies to the electorate the ability to make a choice 

for themselves. He said this would become the Party's role 
in the elections. 

The source advised that considerable discission 
took place regarding the Party's role in the coming elections. 

Arnold Johnson said that he was in favor of a write- 
in campaign for Hall and Davis, He said that this would 
serve as a protest against the McCarran Act. 

Ben Davis expressed the opinion that the Party 
should work as closely as possible with the left and labor 
forces in the elections. He said the Party should not isolate 
itself unless it becomes impossible to work with these forces.

The composition of this conference can be definitely 
stated to be that of a meeting of the National Committee of the 
Party. The number attending this -meeting taken together with 
several now deceased, two or three ill, several traveling, 
represent fcfco-thirdB of the elected national Committee . 



In stating the purpose and character of the meeting, 
at one point Gus Hall said the following in substance: 

The Party leadership at the present time takes a two- 
sided, view of the present legal and organizational position and 
possibilities of Party activity. On the one hand, he said, it 
is clear we may expect as a matter of course for the corning 
period, a continuation of extensive harassment, legal trials, the 
possibility of additional arrests and other actions against the 
Party, its publications and some of its institutions. On the 
other fend, he said, it is obvious that there is at present a 
certain lull in the situation » We expect this lull to continue 
for an undetermined period, When the Party was attacked one 
year ago with the decision of the Supreme Court we did not know 
at that time Just what the future held. Our work was characterized 
by a certain attitude of wait and see and rolling with the punches* 
Since that time the Party has been indicted and scheduled for 
trial. He, himself, and Benjamin Davis have been arrested and a 
trial is forthcoming. In the meantime, a number of governmental 
actions have been taken against "The Worker," "political Affairs" 
and other so-called front organizations . 

He thought as of now we believe those actions have run 
the gamut of what we may expect for the immediate period at 
hand. We do not expect, though we could be wrong, that there is 
contemplated a mass attack against individuals and the members*- 
ship. It may come but we do not foresee it in this immediate 
period. 

Consequently, Hall said, the leadership had been 
agitated for a considerable time on the necessity and advisability 
of carrying through a conference, a convention or a gathering to 
assess and to map out further Patty policy. The previous 
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situation convinced it not to take a chancer however, with the 
onset of what he believed to be a period of relative calm and 
routine, he said the leadership had agreed it could move in the 
direction of undertaking certain work while this so-called calm 
prevailed. 

Because of that conclusion CP leaders decided after 
considerable discussion on what they believe to be the best form 
considered safe enough to draw together the responsible leader- 
ship for a check into their work and review of their policies 
and to map out collectively a program for the period ahead 

He stated the leadership had naturally looked at 
whether a national convention was possible* He reminded the 
meeting that a national convention, according to constitutional 
provision, is already six months overdue. He said they decided 
it would be very risky and completely inadvisable, not only for 
legal reasons but also because of the semi-illegal character 
of the national organization to think in terms of a national 
convention. 

Yet, he said, the leadership was resolved not to 
capitulate to conditions which tended to dictate a liquidation 
of the leadership or to permit any situation whereby the leader- 
ship as such would become figurative or meaningless „ 

The national leadership decided, he said, to gather 
together the comrades in the type of gathering now in sessibn. 
Preceding the gathering, the leadership^ he said, had established 
eight subcommittees to meet, review, discuss and asses© the 
developments and tasks in the field assigned such a subcommittee* 
Each subcommittee would then on the basis of its discussion and 
findings determine or make proposals for any "new approaches" or 
"refreshment of policy" in the specific field under examination. 

He listed these subcommittees as follows: 
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a) On international political situation; 

b) On the national and domestic political situation; 

c) On develop$e&'frs in the field of "left" unity; 

d) Negro work; 

e) The upsurge In the youth movement; 

f ) A review of the national trade union situation; 

g) Events and developments in the peace field; 
Finally, on Party organization and our Inner 
problems . 

Hall said the work and findings of the subcommittees 
would provide the basis for the discussion of many of our new 
problems • If the discussion q$ this conference agreed with and 
accepted the main findings of these subcommittees, then the main 
proposals made by each of them with respect to their given field 
of work would be made into the form of memoranda or short 
resolutions or otherwise put into form for the information and 
guidance of the Party as a whole as being the recommendations 
on policy by the national leadership. 

However, it appeared that only about half the sub- 
committees had gotten off the launching pad. Only about half 
had held meetings, had some discussions and were in a position 
to make some proposals . This created a typical condition in 
Party leadership meetings where the ensuing reports were very 
general and any decision or conclusion arrived" at had to be 
whisked out of the air so to speak, 

HsLl stated there had been ^considerable and continuing 
discussion among the top leadership over a period of time with 
respect to the International and national situations in 
consideration of certain changes which had come about . He said 
the leadership had felt for a considerable time the need of 
formulating cur general line and approach on a number of sub- 
jects, more concretely in basing wfc*k these changes and also 
to find an adaptation to t&e concrete conditions of the United 
States, of the general findings and conclusions reached by the 
conference of 8l Communist Parties and the manifesto issued by 
tha& conference* 
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Hall put forward the general idea of the present need 
of the leadership to take advantage of the present possibility 
of functioning a hit more openly and aggressively for the purpose 
of clarifying a number of moot political policies and of obtaining a 
unifying agreement upon "our perspectives" for the period ahead. 
These perspectives were construed to be of a more profound and 
long-range programmatic character than on which the Party leader- 
ship has been functioning hitherto which has been largely current 
day-to-day and from event to event. 

Consequently, this gathering of the leadership was 
construed and so must be viewed as an effort on their prt to 
(1) utilize whatever present legal abilities prevailing to continue 
and strengthen the work of the leadership; (2) to undertake more 
long-range preparations for a strengthening of Party activity and 
leadership by the top cadre; (3) to work out and enunciate a more 
long-range program and seek to establish policies upon a number 
of issues and questions which the leadership has been felt to be 
neglecting, ignoring or incompetent to dsrelop. 

The subjects coming before the meeting, therefore, and 
the generalized decisions taken up on those questions have such 
an objective. The decisions regarding Party organization and 
future conferences are in keeping with such an outlook. 

Pour agenda questions were placed before the meeting 
and adopted. 

1. A four hour report by Gus Hall on the international, 
political and economic situation and the domestic American politi- 
cal and economic situations. . This report included the kitchen 
sink and covered the entire scope of political, domestic and Party 
questions. This report was then open for discussion in 15 minute' 
speeches by all members present. This discussion lasted all of the 
first and second day of the conference. 
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2 e A report of and an extensive review concerning 
the situation in the American labor movement and the industrial 
and economic situation at the present time. This report was 
made by Irving Potash and ostensibly wa3 the substance of the 
discussion and examination by the Trade Union Commission. The 
report was discussed in 15 minute speeches by all of the third 
day after the report had been orally submitted. 

3. A report and extensive survey of the situation amon^ 
the youth of the United States, the current developments and 
so-called upsurge. This report was made by Danny Rubin and was 
the conclusion of a number of sessions held by the Youth 
Commission. 

4. An extensive report on the internal and 
organizational situation of the Party presented by Phil 

Bart and summarizing the conclusions and discussions of a sub- 
committee which had 'dealt with this matter in the several 
previous weeks. This report was disexissed in ten minute 
speeches for the second half of the fourth day. 

Two additional reports were interjected into the 
proceedings , 

1. An hour long report by Arnold Johnson on the 
electoral situation and possibilities of Communists making a 
turn in their work by utilizing the forthcoming various types 
of election campaigns was introduced. 

2. An hour report by George Morris detailing the 
results and events from a Party viewpoint of the United Auto 
Workers convention held in Atlantic City a few days earlier. 

Before the meeting, at this point, was the encompassing 
report of Hall which touched nearly every problem in the universe, 
the long report by Potash, the report by Johnson, and then the 
report by Morris. 
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As is usual in Party leadership gatherings, participants 
then faced the dilerana of what subject they might make even a 
pretense of discussing and developing in their allotted ten or 
fifteen minutes time allocation. The choice of topic by ensuing 
speakers was varied as the colors of a rainbow. Thus there was 
no cohesion, continuity or particular relationship of one speaker 
to another and the topics they chose. For the first three days, 
the "discussion" was diffused, oftentimes unrelated, very much 
overlapping and failing to strike at any central question. 

The following is a general description of these 
reports and the "line" they presented. It may be said the 
"line" indicated was adopted in general principle by the 
meeting on all of the named questions discussed. 

The Hall Report (May 10, 1962) 

Ben Davis chaired this session of the meeting. Rail 
spoke from 10:15 a.m. until 2:00 p.m. His report was largely 
oral, although large portions were handwritten. His report was 
taperecorded in full and will be transcribed, closely edited, 
subjects inserted or abstracted and issued as a pamphlet and 
other forms of propaganda. The leadership wants this report to 
receive the widest circulation and be picked up as a discussion 
and educational document throughout the Party and by those 
influenced by the Party. 

The first portion dealt at length with the state of 
the cold war, internationally, and the relative positions of the 
imperialist camp and the socialist camp. He professed to see a 
complete confirmation of the reasoning of the Si Communist Party 
Declaration to the effect that the world now lives in a new epoch 
wherein the socialist bloc is predominent in world affairs and 
the Western powers are in the minority, on the defensive and 
progressively weakened. He established as the theme of his 
report and "our" central and fundamental task that of ending 
the cold war, that of bringing about a period of peaceful 
coexistence, that of the United States and the Soviet Union 
becoming working friends and not enemies. 
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He discussed the practical danger of an outbreak of 
war due to the continued activities of a pro-war "bloc is 
international politics and influencing United States policy. 

Ee said the position of the United States continues to 
decline in relation to itself and to the world as a whole. This 
decline is continuing and he sees no sign of it halting. 

He described the declining position of the US to its 
adherence to cold war with the Soviet and to war-mongering 
policies. He said these policies deliberately sacrifice the. 
interests of the American people. The policy thus far cf the 
Kennedy Administration is one of adherence to and support of 
cold war. This policy is one geared to the interests of the 
financial monopoly. This is the fundamental concept of the 
Kennedy Administration . 

These cold war anti-Soviet policies of the US are 
self-defeating. They result in the inevitable decline of the 
position of the Tftlteft 3$*foss. I:? tlK-ry are continued, they will 
cause untold disaster for the American people. 

At length, Hall quoted a statement by Cyrus Eaton, 
pro-Soviet industrialist, to the effect the United States is 
riding for a severe fall if it continue a policy based upon 
pro-war and cold war policies. 

He saw many complex problems arising and deepening 
and ascribed them as being due to cold war policies. 

However, he believed that now realistic mass campaigns 
can be launched to change the direction cf the cold war. He 
said the gap between the interests and profits of the monopolists 
versus the rest of the nation is wide and gaping. In this 
respect, he discussed at length the need of a correct line on the 
united front and coalition tactics to swerve into motion large 
segments of the American public against the financial interests 
and monopolies who profit from war. 
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He quoted extensive figures to show the decline of the 
position of the United States j for example , in 19^7* » he Waited 
States share of world production was 58 pes* cent, and contrasted 
it to the much lower figure of today. 

He pointed out this conflicted with Winston Churchill ! s 
speech at Fulton, Missouri, which launched the cold war in 1946. 
Churchill saw the United States at the pinnacle of world power 
and growing strength and said this is Americans shining 
opportunity. But Churchill failed to realise the role of forces 
and classes in his estimate that the United States was in for a 
long upswing. A downswing took place only 'because of the 
imposition of cold war policies. 

Hall tried to prove what should have "been, had there 
been a policy of coexistence and disarmement and not following 
Churchill for a cold war or a grand design to turn back the reel 
of history. He read off a string of figures purporting to show 
the United States decline in terms of export, production, national 
wealth and specific industries, etc. 

For example, he said the United States share of auto 
production before the cold war was 75 per cent, and today is less 
then 50 per cent. The United States share of steel production 
was 50 per cent, and is today 25 per cent or less. 

Ke ascribed all of this disaster to the United States 1 
own blockade from realistic trade avenues throughout the world, 
especially its self -blockade from the socialist world market. 

He discussed in detail his opinions of the balance of 
trade deficit, "run" on the United States gold reserve and argued 
the direction toward disaster internationally and nationally is 
continuous. He affirmed it will be continuous until there is a 
more realistic reappraisal of national policy. One predicated 
upon tbe interest of the large mass of people and not merely that 
of the monopolies which administration policy presently serves. 
However, he cautioned serious as the plight of the American 
capitalist happens to be, it does not face a deadend nor is there 
an end of its maneuverability,, However there are pressures 
afoot and going strong which will absolutely fcrce eventual 
qualitative changes in this country. 
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Hall kept stressing the arise of events which are 
bringing about qualitative changes. 

The run on gold reserves is one. This cannot go on 
indefinitely. The continued and extensive export of capital 
is another and will be bound to effect the economy and the 
general American standard of life, 

Ee sid the people are in a bind* wages are dictated while 
there is a continuous flow of export capital for the benefit of 
cold war policy and monopolists* 

He argued that had United States Steel lost 20 per cent 
of its sales due to putting into effect a six dollar per ton 
increase that United" States Steel still would have netted 80 
billion dollars despite it. It would not have lost orders anyway. 
So-called lost orders prob&My would have gone to mills and firms 
in the United States and Europe which are directly or indirectly 
owned by the same cartel anyway . He discussed in considerable 
detail the ramifications of the steel decision and its supposed 
meaning to the United States economy and how it benefits the 
same monopoly control. 

He talked at length about the steel situation in regard 
to the action of the Preei<3ant, ' tiling to answer the belief that 
the President acted against the steel companies because he was 
acting in the interest of the people. He said the role of Kennedy 
in steel is related to class interests, the monopolies do not 
always act according to their own class interest that is why 
there are contradictions among them. The president acted in this 
way because of his conviction that capitalism as a class was best 
served by such action and the world position of the United states 
strengthened despite the shortsightedness of the steel capitalists. 
However, the Presidents action did correspond at this juncture 
to the interest of the masses. This should give some thought to 
"us" so "we" will not always fall into the rut of seeing this so 
straightlacedly on every question. 
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He again returned to the topic of the export of 
capital and how the trend is increasing* He noted what is 
supposed to be a new phenomena, that of American industries 
buying into competetive industries in the United States as 
well as in other countries* He thought this needed a deeper 
andfiirther analysis* He noted that practically all major 
United States corporations either have international divisions 
or prt of international cartels or own similar industries in 
other nations. Big United States corporations make hugo profits 
out of their international operations, hut do not employ one 
single United States worker. 

"We must go into this subject" and bring about an 
accountability of the monopolist and not only the exploitation 
of workers in other countries, but using their American wealth to 
deny employment to American workers. 

He said the export of capital is such that $11,000 
must be invested for each worker abroad. This he said would 
have provided 4 million jobs in the United States if such capital 
had remained here and if put to different use. 

This process he said has to x'each a substantive and 
qualitative change. What is talcing place is that of reaching 
a place where "Wall Street" is becoming the center of a world 
financial empire with, however, a decaying national economy. 

For example, the Ford Motor Company could generously 
lose 25 to 50 million dollars on its experiment on the compact 
"Cardinal" car. This work was transferred from a Kentucky plant 
to West Germany* Of course, they expect loiter tariffs due to the 
common market. Ford will lose nothing, but four to five thousand 
United States workers have permanently lost their Jobs. 

He stated that statistics show American corporations 
have created 464 new plants in other countries in 1960-61, they 
expanded plant facilities in l6l others and arranged 323 licensing 
pacts with other plants and factories. He raised the problem of 
American Jobs being lost by American corpoi^ions utilising the 
wealth of the United States for its transfer abroad. 
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He stated that industrial investment abroad was 11 
billion dollars in 1931 but is 45 billion dollars in 196l.. 

He described the increasing unemployment of a permanent 
and unsoluable kind in the United States to pressures such as he 
had been discussing. He said 5 million unemployed now appears 
to be the minimum permanent unemployment fig*2X>e. 

This does not take into account the ravages of 
automation which annually displaces one and a quarter million 
workers. He described what is happening as a case of progressive 
impoverishment of the American working people. 

To prove this he quoted at great length from "Report of 
the Conference of Economic Progress" by Leon Keyserling and 
others. He recommended large quantities of this report be obtained 
and utilized. 

This is the report which states 38 million Americans 
live below the poverty level. Thafe another 39 million live below 
what is called the "deprivation level." This report states, 
according to Hall, that 66 per cent of single non-white Americans 
earn i less than 40 dollars.. That most of the migatory workers 
of 2-2 million earn less than 13 dollars per week. He said the 
economic figures on Negro conditions and employment are fanta&ic 
to believe. 

He professed to see the great growth of mass poverty 
in the United States. This needs great attention and explanation 
on our part, it is due to the cold war, due to the third 
sV.age of world capitalist crisis, and due to the pressures which 
are bringing about an eventual clash and qualitative change. 

At length, following this tonic, Hall developed the 
line that the CP must become "a Party of the poor" and^turn its 
a-ctention to the poorest sections of the population. 

Another change he professed to see was that war pro- 
duction in the economy is more and more becoming a pump- primer 
and cost-plus gimmick for monopoly profit, that more and more is 
losing any effectiveness as an economic stimulator. 
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National funds appropriation, large amounts of money, 
dedicated to "defense industries, etc." are going more and more 
into narrower segments of the population, such as scientists, 
professionals, highly skilled workers, etc., which is a labor 
force characteristic of the new missile age . The old idea 
was that war orders and orders for war material provides economic 
stimulation and jobs with employment being reduced extensively . 
It has lost this glitter, the vast profit angle is becoming more 
the image. All this can and should be a convincing argument 
against the cold war. 

He discussed the slowly rising national debt and 
interest to be paid upon it $s another factor which is a 
process bringing about an eventual crisis of its own. 

He discussed the question of United States policy of 
trade blocking and how it must be made to change for the good 
of the national interest. 

This total segment of his long report was an effort to 
prove that big effects and changes are in process of development. 
These will tremendously shake and weaken the position of American 
capitalism. He sought to prove that as the United States position 
has slipped economically, it has at the same time suffered decline 
in its political relations with the rest of the world and its own 
allies. He mentioned France, the quarrel with Adenauer who is de- 
manding more and more and striving to dictate policies as on 
Berlin. 

He said "our old policy" of removing people against the 
revolting of German militarism today has more pertinency and 
"this can win us tremendous friends. " 

He discussed the sharpening of United States relations 
in the North Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO) and its allies . 
He said the United States is trying to preserve its position in 
NATO by a more open military domination of its alliance and it 
will try to replace military domination more more as its 
economic position falls. 
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Of course, he said all these pressures are related 
to the nature of the "newepoch" and are related as such to the 
present realistic new world balance of forces as indicated by 
the 8l Party Statement. Everything happening shows the results 
are a general world corrosion of capitalism and the onset of 
insoluable crises in peace time. 

That such qualitative changes and pressures are under- 
way should be completely understandable to ail of U3. 

All of these pressures now evolving aggravate social 
questions in the United States and in turn have the likelihood 
of creating political turbulence. 

"We must pick up and develop" to the highest level the 
struggle of the people against our monopolies. In large scale 
form we must develop, "what is good for Morgan, Rockefeller and 
the monopoly is not good for the people and the nation." 

Hall then elaborated in detail the old question of 
"an anti-monopoly coalition." 

He argued we must precisely expose the role of the 
monopolies and show that it is the Rockefeller, Morgan, etc. 
who are the most single benefactors of the cold war policy. 
He argued we can show the people that the Rockefellers are the 
most decisive force in American governmental policy. That 
Rockefeller controls and has controlled the most sensitive 
positions of government. John Foster Dulles and now Dean Rusk 
were dictated to by the Rockefellers, In Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA) Allen Dulles and now McCone are Rockefeller people.. 
John McCloy and Lucius Clay are similar to their connections 
with the Chase National Bank. We have seen the operation of 
state monopoly capitalism in the raw. It has resulted in 
fabulous profits on the one hand and poverty levels on the 
other. Hall said if he could coin a slogan to typify the 
monopolist control of the United States he would say "so many 
have sacrificed for so long for so much and for so few," He 
returned to the subject that inevitably, due to accelerating 
pressures, there must come a basic change in the direction of the 
country. The emphasis of his remarks was how the Communist Party 
can help accelerate people in a promotion to bring about such 
change . 
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The major primary change must be a reversal of cold 
war policy. He said the people today are receptive to such 
change . 

We can and should show how a substantial cut in the 
taxes of lower and middle groups which are now due to cold war 
necessities can be realized. We can show how the economy can 
be converted to useful productive peacetime economy and it would 
be stimulated. He raised the matter in considerable detail of 
our persecuting vigorously a struggle for the six hour day and 
shorter work week as one of our fundamental answers. He said 
this is now a reality. 

He discussed again the question of international trade 
and the need of reversing a policy of blockading from the 
socialist world market. 

He thought it feasible to raise a slogan for 
the transfer of funds away from war purposes to the i 
increasing and strengthening the buying power of the people. 

He said we must think through a popular form of 
proposing a tax on the huge profits and investments of the 
overseas operations of American capitalists and this would meet 
the immediate response by American workers . He said we have not 
developed enough the slogan of removal of aid from all of the 
reactionary forces and governments in Europe and Asia which 
places a great tax and unemployment burden on the American 
people . 

He emphasized anew that American imperialism has 
reserve and is able to "maneuver," but steadily its strength, 
and even maneuverability, declines as it continues on the cold 
war path. 

He said we now can surely shift our tactical approach 
to many of these questions, raise them in a new and fresh* way and 
we will succeed in advancing more rapidly. 
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He devoted a large section of his four hour report 
to the. developments on the domestic political scene. 

He asserted the Kennedy Administration clings to old 
cold war lines and if it is continued, necessarily they will 
have to pursue an implementation of such a course. This will 
in turn bring disaster. This is and will be the steps demanded 
of the administration by the ultra-right and fascist groupings. 

The ultra-right is the extreme viewpoint of monopoly 
capital and is an instrument of pressure on the administration 
for a more warlike policy. 

The ultra-right is not demanding a new policy, but 
pressing for implementation of the cold war line and policies. 
This is a step toward war and nuclear disaster unless checked. 

This whole business too cannot go on without there 
happening qualitative changes. Of course, it if does go on, 
it can only result in nuclear disaster. 

Hall discussed the cold war line still in operation as 
affects Viet Nam., Taiwan, Cuba, Laos, on atomic testing, on 
military buildup and on continued anti-Soviet activities. 

He said the administration is wary of the ultra-right, 
that each step it takes on these questions only feedsthe ultra- 
right. Only a broad, bold reversal by the administration will 
be a blow to the ultra-right, if it is not done then the 
administration will progressively knuckle under to the demands 
made by this ultra-right. 

The CP itself needs a more precise and new examination 
of the role of the ultra-right and the cold war. 

The administration policy of now dictating to unions and 
the events concerning the Mine, Mill and Smelter Union, the con- 
viction of Archie Brown in San Francisco show a policy of 
dictating to labor or actions which result in destroying it. 
These actions can only feed the ultra-right and court disaster. 
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It is in the interests of the monopolies to feed and 
cultivate the ultra-right as a pressure on the administration 
and as a spearhead against labor and the far-left. 

Senator Barry Goldwater, Dr 9 Fred Schwarz, etc. 
are expressions of the open fascist formation of the ultra-right. 

The urgency of the moment is the end of the cold war 
and clarifying to the people the datiger of suicide by its 
continuation. 

Hall then proceeded to an extensive discussion of 
"anti-Communism" and our urgent task in breaking this down. 

He deplored that the attitude on this question by 
monopolists, the administration of certain trade union leaders 
and open fascists, is only one of degree. 

He said all the garbage from the warped and diseased 
bag of Hitler fascism is now modified by the McCarran Act inso- 
far as it relates to the CP. 

He exhibited to the meeting a considerable quantity of 
literature, outlines, syllabuses and material of this nature 
being circulated to high schools, colleges and elementary schools 
on what he called the question of anti -Communism, and argued the 
need of our organising an immediate ideological, journalistic and 
publication counterattack to expose this "evil- type of propaganda." 
He deplored that this type of activity, which is penetrating into 
institutions of learning, is obviously finding considerable effect 
and needs combatting. 

He kept emphaszing we can win such a fight. He gave 
examples of the many college audiences he has addressed and their 
reactions to thisissue. He referred to the experience of Bob 
Thompson at another college where he debated Dr. Schwartz and how 
ostensibly the student body gave Schwarz, the works and was 
sympathetic to the viex«sof Thompson. 
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He said we can win this fight if we completely show 
that ant i -Communism is a weapon of reaction against all democratic 
practises and institutions, that it corrodes and poisons the fabric 
of our country. He quoted the "horrible" example of Justice 
Byron White being obliged to sign a non-Communist statement before 
being sworn in as Justice. He argued how this could be shown as 
inhibiting and preventing a Justice from applying democratic and 
uninhibited legal thinking to his decisiona 

Hall said we must show anti-Communism as the smoke 
screen behind which anything and everything is permitted to 
go. He mentioned Senator Eastland attacking and "degrading" 
the Supreme Court and Justice Warren for supportedly forty 
opinions and rulings favorable to the C? when, in deed, theee 
rulings were merely basic democratic rulings* 

He argued that the anti -Communist propaganda is art- 
fully and demagogically calculated to prey upon the desire to 
defend the national interests by linking it with democratic 
rule; that the ultra-right raises the "boogie man" in defense 
that the national interests and democratic rule will bs destroyed. 
In truth they are using the national interest and democratic rule 
to destroy it. 

He believed monopoly capitalists organize the ultra- 
right and anti-Communist movement as a pressure group on the 
administration and to serve as a reserve of a fascist movement 
in the United States, 

He stated if we understand the issues today and approach 
them with resolution and tenacity we will defeat the anti- 
Communist campaign and the ultra- right fascist danger. However, 
he wanted to stress again and again the appearance of these two 
aspects in American life are relatively new, are ominous and must 
engage our attention* 

He stated the processes undergoing in the United States 
are also influencing the masses of people, setting them in motion 
and creating a tenacity, scope and intensity hardly evc%£ seen 
in the last decade # 
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The CP leadership must carefully analyse the clever 
method of the ultra-rightist movement to misuse the slogan of 
"national interest^" and "democratic rule" and use this as an 
instrument to demogogically arouse and mislead people. They 
mask their real objective but envelope themselves in a toga of 
defending and representing those issues to which people will 
moot readily respond. 

Hall said we must understand that it is monopoly 
capital which is spurring the organising of the Ultra Right, 
as they want it as a pressure instrument on the Administration, 
on one hand, and as a reserve fascist movement on the other „ 

We can win this struggle against the Ultra Right, 
and it can be defeated* 

There are also new processes at work among the masses. 
It results in the masses getting into motion and with a tenacity, 
scope and intensity not seen in a long time. 

It grows in mass waves, is deep and turbulent. It 
is not merely bubbles but taking on forms of deep and swift 
currents . 

Why is it that amongst ourselves there is a slowness 
to sense these currents? It is a deep sectarianism and separation 
from life. 

Many of our people prefer to lase in the warm pools 
and backWaftOSff away from the fast currents of the river. As 
long as they do this they necessarily must draw wrong conclusions, 
underrate the need of defense of the Party, avoid the civil 
rights struggles, be laggard in the struggle against racism, 
engage in the pro-labor activities. 
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Were we to return to how we responded to such currents 
in, say the *30 B s and v 40's, things would be different today. 

Hall then selected three areas o£ what he described 
as new and intense movements arising to prove his assertion 
of new processes and intense movement occurring* 

In the youth movement he spent a considerable time* 
Stated this movement is not just confined to youth ebullience 
hut is of a definite vast social character," with masses of 
young people already starting to wash over into the fight for 
peace, pivil rights and against the Ultra Eight o He said ^ 
the demand of young people to hear CP speakers was so vast s^/ „ 

that no one was able to divert or repress it* Where an$ when 
efforts were made to prevent it, the demand became greater* 
He stated that in the past several months Party speakers had 
addressed over 50 colleges and groups, and had anothet 42 invitee 
tions, including some of the largest in the country* Ha said 
that he and Arnold Johnson had rd&de a rough tally and found 
that CP speakers had directly talked to 125,000 college students, 
and in addition to the fonrial lectures and talks, had scores 
of side-line gatherings and discus aions at teariy colleges* He 
said his experiences Oh tti&se trips was fah&t convinced him th& 
time is now ripe to btirig & toiftimum of 2&0 young people into 
the Party, in a special youth division*. 

He discussed in detail his explanation for the H 3?outh 
upsurge" as associated with insecurity, fear of war, disgust 
with the pr^setit kystetti^ inadequate answers from the present 
leaders 6f American society, etc* 

He demanded w6 ^^iolgl" the Party to accept an 
ihcursion of betf youth and new klood, to show flexibility so that 
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soon they would not also be disgusted with us and leave e He 
described what "different approach" was needed, special clubs, 
special youth division and special youth clubs* 

Hall then discussed at length the "sweep" of the new 
Negro youth movement 0 He said the present "right to vote" 
campaign was becoming a vast beachhead against the Dixiecrats. 

He got himself into a confused discussion of how we 
should insist on monies being spent in Vietnam and Laos be 
spent in Louisiana and Mississippi,, 

He said he had been thinking of the"discussion" and 
view held by some unnamed comrades over the "King versus 
Williams" method^ and was of the conclusion that the comrades 
who favored the "Williams" line were unrealistic and sectarian, 

(This relates to the passive resistance policy of the 
followers of Rev* Martin Luther King versus the blood- and- 
thunder and fight- to- the-death violence with violence line of 
Williams, a removed National Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People leader from North Carolina 5 and now believed 
to be in Cuba.) 

Hall 8 8 main point here was that the King movement 
was deeply entrenched among the Negro people and it would be 
self-severance and isolation to go off half cocked in favor 
of a minority and discredited counter-policy * 

He said Williams did not reflect the actual realities 
of the Negro movement; but King had gotten the movement off 
dead center and made it move* 
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He regretted the Commission set up to prepare Negro 
policy for this meeting had not functioned and thought it a 
characteristic example of how far away the CP is from the 
realities of the Negro movement* Ke stated a full day of 
"national discussion" should be undertaken as soon as possible* 

A long topic was Hall , s discussion on the trade 
unions and working class problems. 

He flatly asserted that the present concept of our 
view of these matters is but a prelude for defeat all down the 
line* 

Unless we take as our starting line the topic of 
how to unfold leadership in the fight against high cost of 
living 5 of protection of wage and job schedules ? and of 
organisation of the unorganised we will simply get no where 9 

That the present trade union leadership is smug, 
contented and openly tied to the Kennedy cold war wagon, 
imperatively requires the emerging of a new "left" within the 
trade unions # . 

But, the CP must have a totally new starting point 0 
It cannot be "how lousy the leadership of the unions are," 
That would not be understood by workers, nor would it prove 
any realistic, practical program* 

We can patiently explain to the workers what kind 
of a new era this is, an era of the cold war, and concretely 
show how their main insecurities and problems spring precisely 
from this cold war* We can concretely show the role of monopolies 
and show that monopolies interests are not in the national 
interest, and not in the workers interests ♦

The "left" must always present alternative policy. 
As a lm> we must establish that if union leadssss are criticised 
then an alternative policy must be advanced* and not merely 
negative dissociation and carping. 

Rail advanced what he considered the elements of a 
CP trade union approach, to be refined and worked out: 

National interests are not monopoly interests; 

Shorter work day, 30 hour week; defense of job security; 

Raise cry of nationalization of certain "sick" and 
monopolist industries; 

gpr unity of the workers of competing countries; 

Stop the 'tunaway to overseas tactic of the employers; 

To turn the vast subsidies given industry, etc*, to 
social security* 

The Party must come to grips with the new situation* 
but in a realistic way* It must give responsible leadership 
to the unionists and provide answers to their complex problems* 

Hall then discussed the Peace movement.* Here the CP 
can even more dramatically attack monopolists and shew the 
relationship of how there can be no jobs if there is nuclear 
war* 
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He said it becomes much easier nowadays to expose 
the fallacy of war production creating employment and jobs. 

Re said he was impatient with talk he heard about 
"reorganizing" CP shop work in a way which assured shop work 
actually being liquidated, CP shop work in plants and industries 
must increase, not lessen or liquidate* 

He discussed the matter of creating a new "front" 
type of organization to serve as a bridge for workers and union- 
ists—a "Marsist-Leninist" institute 0 He said the distance from 
a shop or union hall to the doors of the Party was too big. for 
a single jump, and that without a pre=»association with our 
ideas and beliefs it was keeping us from workers , Such an 
institute would serve as an ideological breaking and training 
ground, around which "progressives" could assemble and associate 
without the uneasiness of dealing directly with the Party, 

Rail then discussed the work of the "Nationality 
groups", and said the new times and conditions also dictated 
a change in the outlook of these groups. Now they are mS&nly 
concerned with "cultural" outlooks of a narrow type connected 
with the nationality of their origin. He called for a basic 
shift in outlook, with peace, electoral, medical care, old 
age security and similar issues as the focus of activity

Hall's next subject was that of the need of world unity 
and the favorable developments in this area. 

He applauded the many evidences that the former secular 
and nationalistic isolation of the people and movements of the 
United States from similar movements in other countries was 
gradually breaking down. He noted the forthcoming Youth Festival 
in Helsinki and other international youth affairs to which Ameri- 
can youth delegations are considering themselves as part and 
sending various delegations. He noted the international 
character of the Women's Peace Committee and how the women of 
the United States, especially the Women's Strike for Peace 
Organization were linking with women's peace groups in other 
countries. He noted again the involvement of Negro people, 
Negro women and Negro youth, and various organizations commencing 
to look abroad, attend various international conferences and 
establish permanent connection and relationship with similar 
movements in Africa, Latin America and in Asia. He said this 
was the best measure to counteract the Jingo activities of the 
ultra-right and the elements in the United States peddling 
extreme chauvinism. He urged the greatest attention toward 
assisting the further development of this movement. 

He believed the unity of the workers on an international 
basis (.meaning the Marxist Communist Movement) was at a higher 
level nowadays than for a long time. He noted that certain gaps 
and earlier divisions were healing and in many cases were no 
longer apparent. He ascribed much of this to the work of the 3l 
Communist Party Manifesto and the sharpness of the international 
situation in the past perM. This, he said, drew the socialist 
and revolutionary forces closer together. 

He stated that while he had no more information than 
the next person it was his belief that the divisions between 
the Soviet Union and China, and other parties, were improving 
rather than extending. He said the Chinese comrades had now 
corrected their position of being aggressively against the slogan 
of disarmament as illusory and fooling the working people. He 
said this reversal was now apparent in many of their statements, 
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resolutions and articles. It was also apparent in the conduct 
of Chinese representatives in various international gatherings 
and conferences. Earlier, these representatives had raised 
ruckuses in the World Peace Council, in the International Youth 
Councils, and in the Executive of the World Federation of Trade 
Unions, where they pressed their views. The Chinese now in the 
International Organizations are collaborating closely and he is 
very hopeful of an improvement in many other respects. 

He stated that recent events regarding China and India 
should be carefully considered by all the comrades. He warned 
against the automatic belief based upon the earlier discussions 
about Chinese party policy that the Chinese were, in this case, 
wrong again in antagonizing India and wrong on the question of 
the border dispute. Ee said it seemed clear that China, in this 
case, cannot be held accountable for the tension „ He said Nehru 
certainly cannot be considered an angel in this situation. He 
implied the recent Chinese-Indian sharpness over frontiers was 
Nehru's way of informing Washington he could be trusted with the 
big appropriation being asked for aid. 

(While it is not known if Hall spoke on this subject 
purely as an individual and off the cuff or utilized this meeting 
to convey a new attitude toward the Chinese, the impression is 
that such is the case. Hall would not, on his own "accord, put 
his neck out so fe? as to give a clean bill of health to the 
Chinese, on the Indian border dispute and on the subject of 
disarmament, and on the matter of their role in the international 
organization, unless he had some kind of understanding that such 
was also the view of more "responsible" Communists Internationally. 

There also was comment along the various comrades at 
this meeting about a statement made by Hall in a public speech 
a day or two before in Chicago which was reported in "The 
Worker" to the general effect that the Chinese are fighting 
vigorously for peace. All this is a change from the attitude 
up to now which was fairly hostile to the Chinese Party and not 
a good word could be found for them by any Party top leader.

The last subject discussed by Kali dealt with the 
Party cadre. He did not discuss the problems of Party 
organization as he said the Bart report would come in several 
days and he would have something to say on it at that time. 
But, on the subject of Party personnel, leaders, and cadres, 
he was denunciatory and angry . He said that with all the 
turbulence arising in the nation, the tremendous favorable 
opportunities confronting the Party, how is it possible to be- 
lieve the Party can be built on the basis of the present 
cadres? How can it be built with a cadre and leadership who 
live in the past, many of whom pay more attention to their 
personal comfort and put their pleasures above the interest of 
the Party? 

How could they have connections -Kith the workers and 
the Negro people and the low poverty level of working people when 
their own economic status is now completely different when they 
live in comfortable middle-class suburbs, often times own their 
own homes, and have comfortable economic standards? 

How is it possible for "us" to talk about oar cadres 
developing initiative, when they approach questions by going 
through routine motions and acting as exhibits of Favlov by 
showing reflexes but not in any realistic or live fashion? How 
can such cadres feel or take a sense of victory when they act 
as veritable zombies, who give the impression of being alive, 
but in truth are dead; who effect in the Party a dead weight; 
who have no sense of confidence that anything these days can 
be done? How can we get anything done with a cadre that stands 
j.n the way, a cadre which approaches every question from the 
viewpoint of difficulty and hew it canncfebe undertaken? 
How can we undertake struggle and militant action with a cadre 
who shies away and exhibits all signs of timidity and nondesire 
to engage in such struggle? what can we do with a cadre that 
lives by engaging in endless discourses and discussion, argues 
hours over the smallest and most meaningless question, and who, 
on review of the work, always looks for whom to make the scape- 
goat? What can we do with cadres who give constant alibis and 
excuses for their incompetence and nonproductivity? 
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Hall stated flatly the answer to all of this is that 
many of our cadres today simply do not has a sense of confidence , 
they do not "believe in the character of the new epoch wherein the 
socialist world is predominant over the capitalist. He stated 
too many of our cadres are animated by a defeatest spirit and 
a constant attitude of self -defeat. He asked again how can we 
bring the face of the Party forward, inject it into American 
life, and make it an accepted body of thought when its main 
cadre is dedicated to an attitude of recession, retreating, 
withdrawal, and even self red-baiting? What can we do with a 
cadre who jealously guards their perogative by refusing to under- 
take a refreshment of the leadership; who discourages the involve- 
ment of new, fregh, and younger people' 

Hall said our cadre today is totally unacceptable and 
incompetent to meet the task and issues of the moment, other 
factors exist such as the very unsatisfactory age level of our 
leadership and our membership. In many cases this is advanced 
as an excuse and alibi for nothing able to be done. However, 
many other types of organizations and many figures in public 
life are not youngsters, but conduct and wage an extensive public 
and social service . 

Hall gave no specific answers to any of these questions. 
He contended himself with an angry and degrading denunciation. 
It was of a type which was all embracing and saw no differentia- 
tion in any of the existing cadres. It was clear, however, he 
was talking directly to the national leadership. 

Hall closed his report by stating the multitude of new 
and complex problems he advanced would have to be refined, dis- 
cussed more deeply, and then in a programmatic fashion, widely 
advanced to the American people and labor movement. 

As can be seen, the ensuing discussion on this report 
was difficult for speakers allowed fifteen minutes. All members 
present had the floor in the two days this general report was 
under discussion. There was even a second round of ten minute 
speeches. So many of the speeches were such verbal exercises in 
futility and generalization that it is difficult to remember any 
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important point checked by almost any speaker 0 Needless to say 
every speaker prefaced his remark by a complete agreement with the 
report of Hall, and then proceeded to talk on any vague subject 
that struck his or her mind. Several like James Jackson., 
Dorothy Kealey, Mickey Lima, sought to elaborate a specific 
subject or so e>n the theme of ending the cold war, on the 
economic problem raised by Eall, on electoral matters, and on 
re-establishing the Party as a means of support e Nearly all 
those associated with the national office as Johnson, Weinstone, 
James Allen, Stachel, talked as from "cloud nine." Their remarks 
made no sense as they are known to be totally isolated and detached 
from people, movements, campaigns, and within the Party are con- 
sidered to live as monks and nuns, as far as social and political 
struggles are concerned. 

Many of them just parroted subjects already covered by 
Hall more lucidly. Hall, Jackson, Weinstock, Betty Gannett 
showed constant and evident signs of anger over wasting time with 
unrealistic and meaningless talk by many of the "monks and nuns." 
Thompson publicly criticized Weinstone for his "rigidity" and 
"sectarianisms" 

The tenure of all remarks and participation in dis- 
cussing the Hall report expressed agreement with "the general 
line" of the Hall report. This implies the major outlook indi- 
cated by Hall in this report on all subjects will be accepted 
and worked out as basic and major Party policy * 

Toward the end of the second day, Hall and several 
other leaders impatiently realized the results of the meeting 
were getting out of hand, the discussion was very general and 
diffused* It was because so many subjects had been thrown 
into meeting that not any one was being given any concentrated 
attention or treatment. The danger that tfcenext two days would 
be the same convinced them of the need of changing the direction 
the meeting had taken. 

They decided to bring the discussion on the Hall report 
to a close, have Hall summarize the two day discussion, then to 
proceed to treat the other questions before the meeting in a 
more specific fashion. 
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Hall made a brief oral summary of certain selected 
questions commenting upon each of them in a fairly brief 
fashion. This was for the purpose of establishing a clarity 
upon these matters. 

First he mentioned the current number of the "World 
Marxist Review," It contains an extensive article on the rise 
of world Fascist trend. It contains a general statement to the 
effect that the United States today has come to be the center of 
world Fascism. Eall disputed this vigorously . He said this 
should not be considered to be our view or our phrase of this 
situation at all. Although serious Fascist trends and even 
groupings are observable in the United States, it would be the 
height of idiocy to draw a conclusion that today the United 
States as a nation and as a government is of a typical Hitler-ate., 
and Fascist government. 

He next quarreled vigorously with some unspecified 
"tendency" in the Party who held that the Party today should 
realistically accept the fact it is in a completely illegal situa- 
tion. Hall said this preoccupation over whether we are legal or 
illegal is a diversion which hurts our work. When people accept 
the view the Party is thoroughly illegal, he believes this to be 
an evasion and cover-up for not doing a lot of work which can and 
should be done at the present time. His view is that the Party 
is, of course, bothered with all kinds of legal impediments and 
&as?assments but on the other hand does have opportunity and the 
ability to work, to maneuver and to be active. He believes a 
completely illegal situation would be one where the Party would 
not even be able to breathe. He called for an end to this type 
of foolish thinking. 

As to the road ahead, he said we are now In and can 
expect more vigorous court fights, legal activity, appeals and 
©©wtoaa&l harassment. We should not believe the fut/are is or 
will be rosy. On the other hand, we do have the possibility 
•of working effectively and combatting the repression and 
illegality , 
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Regarding his report, he assumed there has been 
expressed an agreement on the broad outlook and basic lines 
of his report. He said the CP can proceed now on the basis 
of this agreed political and programmatic perspective to 
concretize • the number of the questions and refine many of the 
issues and make it immediately available. He called for the 
organization of a broad discussion inside and outside the Party 
on the issues contained in the report. It was indicated a 
first edition of 20,000 copies of this report will be printed 
after a careful editing and preparation. 

He discussed in some detail the issue he has been 
raising in public speeches that of the existence of concentration 
camps prepared by the Bureau of Prisons and who imprison count- 
less thousands of political prisoners under the McCarran Act.. 
He stated that most people for the first time come to truly 
realize the nature of the McCarran Act when he brings this matter 
up. He spoofed at the several repudiations of this by the 
Department of Justice as being untrue. He called attention to 
the letter written by Mr. Bennett of the Department of Prisons 
which he claimed confirmed the existence of these camps. This 
letter waspublished in full with a full page storv in the 
current issue of "The Worker." He cited this as an example 
of how to completely bring to the people a specific and very 
complete exposure of the McCarran Act. 

He discussed world trade union unity at a little length. 
Shis was occasioned by the decision of Reuther and the United 
Auto Workers convention to allocate one million three hundred 
thousand dollars annually to the "aid to the labor movement 
abroad." Hall stated that the State Department and CIA would 
have difficulty and would suffer exposure when they poured money 
into these o$&er countries in an effort to subvert labor and 
draw these countries closer to United States policy. However, the 
Reuther gimmick becomes the means whereby State Department and 
CIA desires are fulfilled in the name of labor. "We should 
completely expose them,"

He believed that there are favorable and very 
positive trends in the direction of unity among the trade 
unions and confederations in various countries coming to- 
gether and coming closer to a relationship or understanding 
with the world confederation of trade unions and other pro-Soviet 
labor blocs. Here he again called attention to the present ■ 
attitude of the Chinese. He pointed out the Chinese today 
in various of the international labor setups are cooperating 
diligently in contrast to their earlier role of attacking 
and propagating their anti -Moscow line. 

Hall deplored the lack of adequate discussion and 
pick-up of his proposal regarding the "Marxist Institute." 
He thought this could and would become a most effective instru- 
ment. 

He said it can become a tremendous and essential 
bridge to reach many of the forces among the intellectuals, 
educators, the labor people, youth and liberals. It can serve 
a tremendous function in combatting the ideological distortion 
that certain books, pamphlets and publications are fretting 
about as to what is supposed to be Marxism. lie thought it an 
excellent instrument to effectively clarify and combat the 
extensive acts of Communist ideology prevailing and expanding 
lSl the United States. He indicated very concrete steps will 
be taken to get such an institute under way very soon. 

Hall then quarrelled with what he contemptuously 
referred to as "ugly" and "stupid" ideas and trends among 
some unspecified Party leaders and comrades regarding the Kennedy 
Administration, Some of these people believe the Kennedy 
Administration cannot nor does it desire to change its basic 
cold war court because in the first place it is the snearhead 
of world imperialism. If people believe this, then, of course, 
nothing will be done to press the Administration to change. Hall 
said they do not understand the contradiction among the capitalists. 
They do not understand that the Administration is responsive to 
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to adequate pressure from the population. They do not under- 
stand that if there is such pressure and counteractivity, then 
the present pressure exerted by the ultra-right 'will become less 
valued. If, however , only the ultra- right and pro-Fascist 
forces are aticulate and press the Administration for their 
program, the Administration then, of course, will bend to them, 
Hall called for a swift clearance of such foolish thinking 
which he characterized as an evasion and cover-up for a non- 
desire to really get to work among people and win the mass 
movement. Hall developed that in detail by then discussing 
problems of the united front and how matters of national 
interest can be aroused and cultivated against war seeking 
elements and monopoly. He indicated this was a correct 
approach to attaining the Party's basic objective of an 
"anti-monopoly coalition," He argued strenuously there is no 
contradiction between his view and the needs of the situation. 

He reflected somewhat the report of Arnold Johnson 
regarding the new and pressure political forms of activity in the 
forthcoming electoral campaign. He saw the possibility, if there 
was a fresh and realistic attitude by us, to making good gains by 
pushing the united front tactic and getting involved in the many 
and varied electoral movements. It is here, he said, where the 
greatest gain can be made in focusing attention upon the issue 
of the day and mobilizing people around issues of their own 
self-interest. This cannot be done by Party leaders and members 
sitting comfortably in their vacuum. He agreed with Johnson that 
there is presently no outlook or practical possibility for the 
appearance of a third party movement particularly of a labor 
or pro-peace type. Therefore, all electoral activities 
necessarily must take place in the arena where the American 
people are, that is, within the confines of the present two 
party system, their primary, their election and their campaign. 
That is where the progressives belong now. 

Hall stated his original report contained a large 
chapter on the question of "left progressive unity." However, 
time forced him to delete this chapter and subject. It will 
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appear in the edited report. It is a vast and urgent topic 
which the leadership has been discussing for quite some time. 
The necessity of finding a basis to draw together a greater 
united relationship between the presently diverse and separated 
"left" grouping and pro-socialist and anti-war grouping in the 
country is something the Party must work at much harder. He 
said this is no vacuum in which we should continue to operate. 
Our relations with the broad movement, labor and the people, 
will in large part be determined how we can help effectuate 
a unity relationship and cooperative activity with the broad 
lump of progressive movements in the country. He urged serious 
attention to this in all localities, to work at the left forces, 
discuss matters with them, speak the issues of agreement, 
depreciate the issues which now divide us, etc. 

In this regard the national leadership will address 
a letter to the convention of the Socialist Party occurring 
later in the month of May. It is expected that certain 
conversations and approaches will be made to the forces gathered 
around the "National Guardian, "The Monthly Review," and similiar 
"left" formations. Hall next discussed the question of a vast 
expansion of Marxist and pro-Communist literature . He called 
attention to the state of books and publications presumably 
discussing Marxism, but which he claims, distort Marxism 
and ideologically pollute those who read it. He expressed 
anger at the "haphazard and dreary" way our people utilize the 
tremendous number of literature titles now available and at a 
time when thousands of people eagerly grab anything regarding 
Marxism. He said that Eddie Royce (a CP member), in the last 
three months, visiting public book stores and ordinary 
commercial firms in a number of cities, has succeede&in selling 
more than ten thousand dolfes worth of CP literature. He 
called fcara big effort to get Marxist and Party literature 
on the shelves of commercial sellers, book stores, libraries, 
and not be merely content with our comrades furtively handing 
around a few pieces of literature "in the manner as if they 
were French postcards." 

Hall returned to the subject of our estimate toward 
the Administration and the tactic of the ultra-right in 
pressing the Administration for a pro-war policy. 
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He emphasized the Kennedy Administration presently shows 
no sign of a shift away from the cold war policy. He said the 
tactics of the ultra-right are to press and push the Administra- 
tion further in this direction. If such is the only articulate 
pressure within the nation as that of coming from the ultra-right 
and pro-Fascist segments it is obvious the administration will 
continue to bend and bend whether it likes to or not. However, 
the Kennedy administration unlike the ultra-right does seem to 
have something of a realistic understanding of the basic 
relationship of courses in the world and would prefer to go 
gingerly. The ultra-right and pro-Fascist crowd had no such 
understanding of this basic relationship (meaning that the 
Socialist and pro-Soviet bloc have a pre-eminence in world 
affairs), therefore, the ultra-right policy is f$r mi aggressive 
and immediate war policy. If the ultra-right policy is to win 
it will mean atomic holocaust. He believed the Kennedy Adminis- 
tration would shift course if there were to be a commensurate 
arising of anti-war and anti-rightist sentiment. 

Hall approached this question gingerly. He was talking 
to various people who are of the "leftist" trend in the Party 
leadership. They are all too ready to believe Hall is trying 
to make something out of the Kennedy Administration which from 
a dogmatic Marxist view cannot be done. 

This discussion led Hall into, a further elaboration 
of the article appearing under his name sometime ago which 
contained a policy of clarifying the role of the ultra-right 
forces in the United States and what should be a correct attitude 
by the progressive forces to the Kennedy Administration. It may 
be noted here this article and the policy it contained was like 
gall and wormwood to the aforementioned "leftist" forces within 
the Hall leadership. 

Hall concluded his summarization with a discussion on 
party unity. He observed that unity in the Party today "except 
for certain insignificant pockets" is complete , He said truth of 
this is the fact that so far in two days deliberation no one has 
"thrown a brick at Dorothy Healey'. Healey interjected to say this 
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is because they have no more bricks left as she has already 
observed them all. Hall discussed the assault on the Psfcy 
by the rightist and revisionist groups and later by the ultra- 
leftist group, the most recent experience being the struggle in 
New York with the Rosen, Unger, Scheer leftist grouping. He 
stated the influence of these anti-Party forces are today 
non-existent in the Party, that in the Party there is now one 
line, one theory, one leadership, one policy. The greatest 
single problem and difficulty now encountered is that of 
sectarianism, aloofness, and detachment from the masses, a lack 
of involvement or connection with the turbulent movements now 
progressing and the unsatisfactory age level cf otir membership 
and a very unsatisfactory character of our total cadre and 
personnel . 

He finally discussed the matter of Party building, 
refreshing the ranks and refreshing the leadership. He 
greatly emphasized the determination of the leadership to 
immediately recruit 250 young people from the youth movement 
'vigorously and without restraint." He spoiled his own observa- 
tion of Healey by severely criticizing her view, where earlier 
she expressed some doubts that the Party would be able to draw 
young people into, its ranks because the young people would 
find our movement something strangely unacceptable and alien to 
their youthful, fresh area of interest. He stated that in 
Philadelphia, New Jersey, and New York, already recruitment 
has started among these young people. The example is sufficient 
to allow a declaration that 250 is a very realistic figure to 
obtain in a very short time . He said no state or district 
quotas will be issued on this. Each must make their own quota 
that each will be held publicly accountable how they proceed 
and how they approach this great responsibility. 

The Arnold Johnson Report 

This report will be prepared for memoranda to all 
Party leaders and districts. Perhaps it will also be issued 
in some public form, therefore, its content will be indicated 
only briefly. 
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First he stated that we should understand that the 
"concentration camps" mentioned by Hall do exist. The camps 
at Allanwood and Florence are still established and ready to 
"receive" prisoners. 

He said the aims of the Party in the electoral field 

now are: 

1* To work to influence the results of these 
elections wherever possible in terms of the type of candidates, 
the issues and the programs upon which they are waged* 

2. To work in the direction of helping to encourage 
the growth of a mass political re-alignment in politics which 
will be in a direction against monopolists and pro-war and cold 
war forces. 

3. To educate properly for the bringing about of a 
new major party in the country, one in accordance with the needs 
of the population. 

4. To utilize the election and activities as a -means 
of bringing forward and legitimatizing the existence of the 
Communist Party and of increasing and enhancing its non-partisan 
role among the people. 

Johnson distributed a list of "marginal" Congressional 
elections this year and discussed the possibilities of progressive 
influence in these type of elections. Certain of these districts 
are expected to be so close in result he emphasized that the 
progressives could in a number of areas actually tip the 
balance . 

p He pointed out 30 liberal Congressmen need support.

He said we should understand the main races of great 
consequence will he in California (Nixon) , New York (Rockefeller) 
and Michigan (Swanson) . 

As Hall had stated, the main arena will be within the 
two major parties. It is clear the main bloc of Liberals and 
Labor will oscillate in and around the Democratic Party. The 
monopolists and their forces will continue to prefer the Republi- 
can Party. The Progressives must enter these campaigns. If a 
Liberal or a Progressive is running in the Republican Party, W3 
should not be deterred from arousing support for such a candi- 
date. 

The ultra-right and Fascist forces will concentrate 
around Goldwater. 

The Nixon-Rockefeller crowd give a home in the 
Republican Party to the Fascists and encourage them. 

This election period shows it to be the first serious 
drive by the ultra-right to make political gain. The new aspect 
of politics today is the emergence of a definite Neo-Fascist 
Movement and it must be defeated. 

We must emphasize the question of developing independent 
political action particularly in and around the Democratic Party. 
The basic aim is to route the ultra-rightist forces. 

The central issue we should develop is that of peace and 
not cold war. He agreed with Hall, peaceful co-existence can be 
made a policy of the administration. 

He discussed in detail whether "peace" candidates can 
come to the fore in various of these campaigns. He stated this 
is likely in New York and in areas where the women's peace movement 
is influential. 




Hesaw a gap between existence of large and militant 
peace movements on the part of women, young people, but a failure 
on their part to draw their conclusions further by going into the 
political arena with candidates, programs, questionnaires to 
candidates, local meetings, etc. He though we should develop these 
precise forums in all communities. 
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He agreed with Hall on the estimate of the Kennedy 
Administration. He deplored that the progressives sit on the 
side lines "waiting to see" which direction the administration 
would go. However, the reactionaries did not sit but moved 
rapidly to press the administration to go in their desired 
direction. As a result civil rights has suffered. There has 
been no pressure for the issuance of executive orders on de- 
segregation, etc. 

The entire gamut of problems and needs of the Negro 
people have suffered. Johnson read a list of various cities 
where the Negro population is 35 per cent up to 60 per cent and 
yet have little if any representation in government. 

He insisted on raising the issue in all these elections 
for Negro representation, Negro candidates and the bringing forth 
of programs consistent with the needs of the Negro people; housing, 
education, Jobs, and linking it up with the political issues of 
repeal of the McCarran Act and the like. 

He discussed in detail the rise of a large movement 
around health, old age security and medical care. He pointed out 
mass meetings led by the President will be held in 28 cities on 
this question. He saw a link-up here if the progressives eval- 
uated this issue correctly. He discussed the opening now avail- 
able for injecting the issue of political rights and linking up 
with the demand for the rights of the Communist Party. He 
mentioned Governor Swanson of Michigan vetoing a bill calling for 
illegalization of the Communist Party. He mentioned the defense 
by Fleming, former Secretary of Health and Welfare affirming the 
right of Communist speakers to address colleges. He wandered off 
discussing the hundreds of questions and interest reflected by 
students in the many appearances t>y Communist speakers, as an 
indication of great interest in the country and a readiness to 
take a stand for simple democratic processes and rights. 
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Johnson went into detail on our so-called major tactics 
of presently working in both major parties and why there is pre- 
sently no realistic "basis for any idea of a new mass or pro-labor 
party. From this he developed a discussion of the need of genera- 
ting independent political actions as pressure instruments upon the 
both major parties. 

As for CP activity, he recognised the great amount of 
difficulty. Ee saw no likelihood of Party candidates appearing 
on ballots due to legal restrictions and stringent electoral 
laws and difficulties. He insisted there were other and many 
forms we could employ. He proposed we consider everywhere a 
write-in campaign, This would obviate reprisal around signatures 
and the repressive laws. It might give us an opportunity of being 
considered candidates and given availability to TV*, radio, forums 
and other means of presenting our viewpoints. 

In this regard he advanced the proposal that the Party 
seriously discuss the appearance of Gus Hall and Ben Davis as 
candidates perhaps in the New York State e lectin this coming 
fall. He suggested that it, ncessariiy, must be on a write-in 
basis, but such candidacy could become a focal and gathering 
point for a tremendous activity such as mass meetings, gatherings, 
etc. This suggestion was happily seized upon and agreed to by all 
present. It was accepted and will be "worked out," that the CP 
will probably see Hall and Davis emerge as write-in candidates 
for some New York office. Johnson finally proposed the issuance 
of a Party electoral program for mass propaganda circularization. 
He read off perhaps 20 single points which this program might 
contain. These points all relate to the aims of the Party today 
around peace, trade with the Socialist bloc, defense of Cuba, 
lessening of tension, co-existence, abolition of poverty, etc. 
Another group deals with supposed national problems, jobs, 
housing, unemployment, education, minimum wage, and the like. 

The ensuing discussion on the Johnson report was not 
specific or directed at any given topic. In fact, a number of 
speakers had touched upon various of these topics even prior to 
the submission of the report. The sum result was nothing 
specific arising out of the report or the discussion except for 
the introduction of the new topic of advancing write-in Communist 
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candidates. The subject of striving to interest and veer 
existing peace groupings into activity on the electoral front 
was commented on by several speakers. This was all in the area 
of "searching for new forums" designed to activize Party and 
sympathetic followers on electoral matters „ It corresponds 
with the efforts of the Party leaders to try to generate some 
organized and effective opposition to the "u^tra-right" movement 
and in the arena where this would express itself most sharply. 

The Johnson report was "adopted in general principle." 
Johnson was directed to prepare his findings and general con- 
clusions in the form of a memoranda for Party districts and 
leaders. He also will work the body of his report and the essence 
of views expressed at this meeting into an article designed for 
publication. This article is intended to "give a basic line" to 
the Party and sympathizers nationally as to their approach toward 
and activities within the coming electoral campaign. 

The Potash Report 

The entire session of May 12th was devoted to a report 
by Irving Potash on "Recent Events and Developments in the Labor 
Movement and Our Perspectives." 

Supplementing the Potash report was an hour long report 
by George Morris on the specific subject of the actions and resolu 
tions of the United Auto Workers convention held in Atlantic City 
a few days earlier* 

It is extremely difficult for anyone to find any 
specific item or subject in the Potash report worthy of comment 
or analysis. The report fully reflected the almost total isola- 
tion and severance of the Pa?ty from the labor movement and the 
events occurring within the trade union setup nationally. 
Consequently, a "report" could only take the form of what could 
really be a very generalized and phrase mongering article in "The 
Worker." This lack of substance and meaningful experience was 
reflected in all answering comments and talks by the participants. 
They also mirrored the great isolation and meaninglessness of the 
Party as an organization in the shop, local unions and labor move- 
ment generally. 
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It was decided the Potash "report" will be prepared and 
polished in the form of an article for publication. Ostensibly, 
it will contain the view and estimate of the CP on events occurring 
in the labor movement and effecting working people as unemploy- 
ment, automation, wage schedules, attitude of employers, expiring 
contracts and "the need of a new left" arising in the labor move- 
ment. 

What little discussion occurred except for many 
generalizations, was on the attitude of the Party toward the 
trade union leadership. Here it was obvious there remains 
a sharp variance of view between the hard core "left" in Party 
leadership and Kali, supported by the remnants of the former 
revisionist group as Healey, Lima, Winter and others. The left 
viewpoint believes the Party isolation and ineffectiveness arises 
because the Party has no independent position in the eyes of the 
average unionist from that of their discredited and disliked 
trade union officials. They believe the Party has insufficiently 
established a programmatic and independent program which would 
rally and entice rank and file workers and lower trade union 
leaders. They believe the leadership in its great desire for a 
united front policy has gone to the extreme of becoming un- 
critical and even apologizing for the many so-called atrocious 
policies of the top leadership of the union. They believe the 
Party leadership thus in the eyes of the average unionist is an 
accomplice and an apoligizer for the actions of a Meany, Reuther, 
Cctrran and the like . They believe the leadership of the Party 
proceeds wrongly to try to create the united front and to regain 
their former influence in the labor movement by cuddling up to and 
trying to find a basis of accommodation and cooperative endeavor 
with the top trade union leaders on a basis where they are un- 
critical and abandon an independent view. The other side argued 
it would be futile and fatal to try to regain influence by a 
policy of hostility and opposition to the union leadership. They 
claim this would not be understood by the workers who would re- 
ject it summarily. 
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Such specious and fruitless and often times 
philosophical discretions, marked the Potash report and comments 
thereupon . Potash accepts the latter view that is cognisant of 
the need to find a means of creating a progressive force and 
grouping in tteiahor movement which the Party could construe as 
its "base. 

Part of this discussion, therefore, was around the 
matter of Communist attitude to Reuther and others of his kind* 
The leftists want to steam up the workers against the Reuther 
ideology and type of leadership, especially "by attacking 
vigorously his proposal of financing activities abroad* Others 
were in favor of approaching this question "positively" but argued 
for guarantees it would "be for the purpose really indicated. 

Others like Morris, Weinstone argued such an approach 
"positivied" ourselves into the position we face today and demanded 
a more traditional Communist, critical attitude to the leadership. 

Potash stated that presently there exists only four 
"commissions" in the CP, relating to trade union and industrial 
activities. These are auto, steel, teamster, and furniture. 
He said they function, hold conferences, and get a measure of 
consistent leadership to the Party and left forces in these 
industrial groupings. In a number of other industries and 
occupational groups he said there are only smatterings of 
organized committees, many of which do not function with any 
regularity or consistency. 

The only specific, new proposal coming out of this trade 
union discussion revolved around the appearance at long last of a 
pet project the Party leadership has been trying to cultivate for 
a long time. It is a trade union "progressive" magazine. It is 
entitled "Labor Today." Its address is 12065 Wyoming Street 5> 
Detroit 4, Michigan. Obviously, this is a product of the work 
of Carl Winter and Potash. The idea of this publication was ad- 
vanced more than 9 year ago in a National Committee meeting. It 
is designed to serve as a neutral bridge and gathering point for 
trade unionists from where eventually they can take a further step 
in the direction of the Party. 
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The idea of this publication is to provide a gathering 
point, a forum, for progressives and left-wingers and Communists 
in the labor movement without, however, the onus of it being 
either a dual union or a Party outfit. 

The Potash report and other speakers stressed heavily the 
value of this publication as being the mechanism around which 
forces could gather in an organized group fashion as supporters 
of the magazine, as committees, and in turn, initiate discussions, 
forums, symposiums and additional publication* 

All in all, the full day spent on this trade union 
topic was most sterile. The last session of the conference on 
Sunday, May 13, took up in the morning an extensive report fry 
Daniel Rubin on the extent and nature of the prese&t-ciay youth 
movement . 

The Rubin Report 

This report purported to show a vast dissatisfaction 
among youth and their insistent search fcuniew answers which our 
present bourgeois society is not providing. The point of his 
extensive report was that now is the time for the Party to give 
extensive time, energy and funds toward helping direct this 
upsurge with the result of a large recruitment of young people 
into the Party. He reviewed events on colleges and campuses 
in industry and a number of other fields. 

This report and the issue of the youth were the only 
fresh and new subjects which created any enthusiams and hopeful- 
ness at this conference. 

The topic of immediate recruitment of 250 youth into 
the Party recurred again and again, and positive examples of the 
practicality were enumerated over again. 

The idea was approved to create a youth division of 
the Party, to create a mechanism of separate clubs and lower 
groups with their own officers and leadership, not to put the in- 
coming young recruits into the existing Party clubs or have them 
disillusioned by association with the elderly and generally in- 
active Party members, whom Hall character! &6ci as being in "a 
permanent condition of political weightlessness 
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Much of the discussion for this half day was of a 
reminiscent nature, primarily because most of the Party leader- 
ship gathered there have no connection with the present-day young 
people, are ignorant of their character and the issues they feel 
about, and also because their only experience was twenty and thirty 
years ago when they were younger. Thus, there was a strong 
pull on the part of many speakers to talk in terms of "when we 
did it," and "in the old days," The young people present became 
impatient at this type of discussion and several remarks were 
made to the effect that it is now 1962 and the glory of living 
in the past should be abandon d for a realization of the problems 
of today. 

The second half of May 13th was assigned to a report 
by Phil Bart on the status of Party organization and problems 
of internal types. 

The Bart Report 

The Bart report thought to provide answers to the 
continued decay and continued ineffectiveness of the mechanisms 
and lower organizations of the Party. He failed to do so 
primarily because there is an accepted view that these problems 
are simply insoluable. The Party is dealing with an aged 
membership mainly separated from the organizations and influences 
they enjoyed in the past. The economic status of its cadres 
has shifted them away from working class groupings and the 
remaining cadre has no sense or feeling of confidence. 

There remains the scars of the previous factional 
struggle, a complete breakdown of discipline and internal 
unity, a crisis of personnel, finances and the greatest 
difficulty, convincing Party members and even leaders to get 
some work initiated and underway. 
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The Bart report droned out these problems hut part 
by part gave no answer except generalized schemes and ideas 
to try to change the situation on the basis of trying to improve 
this existing cadre and personnel (which obviously is impossible) . 
As Organizational Secretary, Bart himself is aloof and detached 
from the lower mechanisms of the Party and does not really know 
the problems and difficulties in this area. 'The result is his 
report was off the mark, dealt largely in generalizations where 
specifics were demanded and left an atmosphere of defeat on 
those listening. Specific suggestions were in no way different 
by Bart, than those earlier advanced in other reports. He 
dealt in detail with the youth recruiting drive, utilization 
of literature, the need of increasing dues, establishing a 
regularity of club meetings and of having each club specifically 
examine its possibilities and area of specific activity. To 
obviate repetition, Bart's report was a complete rendition of all 
of the ills of the movement but nowhere along the line except in 
the most general terms where any proposals of a realistic kind 
suggested to amend the situation. 

Nearly all speakers who followed Bart followed almost 
the same line of detailing the horrifying situation in the lower 
ran&s but confessing to being stumped as to how to overcome 
matters. The Illegalities encountered by the Party, the great 
extent of anti- Communism in the country, the tension existing 
as a result of the cold war, the age level and bad composition 
of the membership, the breakdown of discipline and fraternal 
warmth among the comrades were types of difficulties neither 
Bart nor the speakers had any answers for. 

Everyone agreed there prevailed dangerous tendencies 
of liquidation and a vast sectarianism. They agreed the Party 
is under strained ideological pressure which feeds liquidation. 
It is reflected in recruiting the readership of the press, no 
open headquarters in most states, a lack of public spokesmen, 
etc. 
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However, the conference adopted only general decisions 
on this matter. It adopted the Bart report and agreed to find 
methods to "implement" the report and its general proposals. 

Motions were adopted to approve the youth report and 
the general line and proposals contained therein. 

Motions were adopted to approve the report of Gus Hall 
and the content of his summary remarks. Another motion was 
adopted to publish this report in at least 20,000 copies. A 
motion was adopted to take the main points of the Hall report and 
serailize the subjects in articles in "The Worker" and "Political 
Affairs . " 

The last subject dealt with by the conference was the 
future gathering of Party leaders. Earlier it had been decided 
to gather the Party leadership together on a national basis on 
June 7, 8, 9, 10. The gathering would take place under the 
guise of a public" National Defense Conference." In reality it 
would be a convention of the top cadre of the Party utilizing 
this slim existing legality in order to gather. 

Objection was made by Healey, Dennis and others that 
this date was inadequate to prepare such a conference as it 
allowed only three weeks. Hall and the others did not want 
this matter to run into July for the summer holiday and vacation 
period would hurt such endeavors. After long discussion it was 
agreed to advance the conference two weeks, that is June 22, 23, 
24. It was decided 100 to 125 persons are to be invited. 
First, the main body of the National Committee of about 40-45 
people. Second, at least 25 young people. Third, the remaining 
number to be made up of selected district and state leaders. 

JUiie 22nd, first day of this conference, will be devoted 
to the single topic of Negro work. The other two days will pursue 
topics such as this meeting dealt with and hope to have the bene- 
fit of Party leaders of the National Committee, youth, Negro 
area and defense setup involved in the discussions. 
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The final decision of this conference was a proposal 
by Gus Hall to elect Bob Thompson as "Executive Secretary." 
A final vote was taken on this question and Thompson was so 
elected. 
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The "Guide to Subversive Organizations and Publications, 
revised and published as of December 1, 1961, prepared and re- 
leased by the Committee on Un-American Activities, United States 
House of Representatives, Washington, D.C., contains the 
following concerning the "National Guardian":

The publication is "An Independent 
Socialist Magazine" with editorial 
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and business offices at 333 Sixth Avenue, 
New York 14, New York, and mailing address 
at 66 Barrow Street, New York, New York, 
according to the March, 1961 issue of 
"Monthly Review*" Its editors are listed 
as Leo Huberman and Paul M, Sweezy.

The June 4, 1962 issue of the "National Guardian" 
contained an advertisement of a "fight-back rally" which was 
to be held on Thursday, June 7, 1962, at the Manhattan 
Center, 34th Street and Eighth Avenue, New York City. This 
rally was under the auspices of the Citizens Committee For 
Constitutional Liberties (CCFCL), 22 East 17th Street, 
New York City. 

Characterizations of the "National Guardian" 
and the CCFCL are attached hereto. 

The following is set forth on the basis of 
observation by Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (FBI). 

The fight-back rally sponsored by the CCFCL 
was held at the Manhattan Center on June 7 1962. The 
rally was opened at 8:24 p.m. with the singing of the 
"Star-Spangled Banner." There were approximately 2500 
people in the Manhattan Center at that time. 



Miriam Friedlander, who introduced herself 
as the Executive Secretary of the CCFCL, was the Mistress 
of Ceremonies. She recalled that it was just one year ago 
that the "dangerous" decision of the Supreme Court was made 
regarding the McCarran Act.

A confidential source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, has 
advised that Miriam Friedlander was a 
member of the National Committee of the 
Communist Party, United States of America 
(CP, USA) in July, 1961. 

The first speaker was Moe Fishman, who was 
introduced as the Secretary of the Veterans of the 
Abraham Li coin Brigade (VALB).

The next speaker was Ben Davis, who called for the 
repeal of the McCarran Act. Davis stated that "we Communists 
are sure, with the support we have been getting from the 
students in the United States, that the McCarran Act will be 
repealed. He cited the potential danger of the McCarran Act 
in that it could disrupt the Negro movement in the South by 
pulling its leaders before the Subversive Activities 
Control Board. 



The Reverend William Howard Melish, who was 
introduced as a leader of the National Council of 
American-Soviet Friendship (NCASF), was the next speaker. 



Melish said that he helped form policy in the 
NCASF for the past nineteen years. He referred to the 
McCarran Act as "insidious legislation." 

John Abt, who was introduced as "the dean of 
civil liberties lawyers," spoke next and stated that he is 
convinced now that the decision by the Supreme Court a 
year ago was more of a victory than a defeat because it 
awakened people throughout the world to the fact that there 
was a McCarran Act.

At this point in the evening, Richard Morford, 
who was introduced as Executive Director of the NCASF, 
took charge of the collection that was taken up in the 
audience for approximately fifteen minutes. No total 
of the amount collected was announced at the rally. 

Following the collection, Louise Pettlbone Smith, 
a well-known educator, also made an appeal for the reversal 
of the McCarran Act. 

Gus Hall, who was introduced as the spokesman 
of the Communist Party, was the next speaker. Hall lashed 
out at the FBI and the Department of Justice for "stealing 
names from guest books at weddings, as well as at funerals. 

The second confidential source advised on May 2, 
1962, that Gus Hall is the General Secretary 
of the CP, USA. 

The" last speaker of the evening was Murray 
Kempton, who was introduced as "a daring and provocative 
writer. " Kempton stated that although he is proud to 
live in a country where people like Gus Hall can speak 
freely, he regretted to say that he lives in a country 
where his speech, he was sure, was being transcribed, 
and that some poor soul in the audience will, some day, 
be called to testify.
